Their Constituents to Think 
Revenue Above Their 
Conception. 


PROBLEM ITSELF SIMPLE. 


“Application of Principle Entails 


Mass of Details That Tends 
to People’s Con- 
fusion.

Lots of people who have not been in a posi- 
tion to make a technical study of the tariff 


are becoming woefully confused as to the | 


issues which are really at stake, and many 
congressmen are quite willing that they 
should remain in that condition so that the 
statesmen can go back to their people and 
say with unblushing faces that they voted 
at all times and on all things in the interest 
of all their constituents. 

A tariff ought not to be a confusing thing 
when it is looked at in a matter of fact fash- 
jon. The theory of it is simple and the app 
cation of it ought to be the same. If congress 
really was a court and could not be swayed 
by personal consideration the tariff would 
be as little a subject of discussion as a re- 
port of the number of cattle or hogs received 
in the Chicago live stock market. 

The whole difficulty lies in the fact that 
congress is made up largely if not entirely of 
politicians who are far more concerned in se- 
curing their own reélection than they are in 
protecting the interests of all people on a fair 
and square basis. For the sake of those 
persons who do not pretend to have technical] 
and scientific knowledge of tariff schedulea 
it is just as well to brush away all the exact 
figures and write out a general primer lesson 
in the thing which now has congress by the 
ears and which for a certain number of 
weeks will inevitably paralyze business. 


People Class Themselves Unknowingly. 

Quite a number of people call themselves 
protectionists, and others from force of 
habit class themselves as free tradere with- 
out having any too definite idea just what 
those terms mean. There are not many free 
traders nowadays in this country, but their 
theory is at least simple and easily digested. 
It is that all men are brothers, independent 
of state or national lines, and that in the 
long run the people who consume an article 
and pay for it are entitled to have their 
views considered. * 

Under the free trade theory, therefore, 


when an article is im from one country 
into another it tected to « tax tor 
revenue only. That tax is nearly always 
largest on luxuries and on that clase of arti- 
cles which are easily supervised. If we were 
to have free trade in this country there 
would be no tariff rows, and the only dis- 
cussion would be as to what articles were 
best suited for producing revenue. 

Fortunately for the United States, we have 
proceeded on a different theory from that 
which has actuated British statesmen in re- 
cent generations. This idea, known as the 
protective tariff theory, is simple enough in 
itself but awfully complex in its operation, 
N when it is applied by a partisan 
and political congress, as all of our con- 
gresses must ever be. The protective idea 
essentially is local and selfish. It proceeds 
on the theory that our first duty is to our 
own people. 

. Tariff to Keep Up Wages. 

In order to enable payment of larger wages 
to our workingmen a protective tariff-has 
been devised and put into operation for a 
jong term of years, which taxes imports from 
foreign countries, not on the basis of revenue 
but on the basis of favoring American manu- 
facturers. ‘Under this theory the tariff be- 
comes a discriminating hedge to keep out 
foreign manufactures, or at least to make 
them cost more than they otherwise would in 
the American market, the difference being 
supposed to be devoted, first, to the building 
up of American industries and, second, to the 
payment of better wages for American work- 
men than could possibly be given to them if 
imports were taxed only on a revenue basis. 

It is easy to see that under a free trade 
scheme congress has nothing to do except to 
figure out the amount of money needed and 
apply the tax in such a way that it will be the 
least felt by the people, the process being 
practically identical with that applied at the 
present time to internal revenue taxation. 


Under the protective tariff theory the work 


of congress and its consequent responsibili 
are multiplied many times.

Extended When Put to Work. 
That is the protective tariff in its simplest 


0 and most easily understood form. When we 
dome to apply the principle, it must be ex- 


tended. In the first place, our American 
workmen expect a scale of wages which will 
enable them to live much better than the 
game class of people abroad. The capitalist 
whofurnishes money for anenterprise usually

COUP 10 EVADE TRIAL RAILS

Attorney Cantwell's Plans Foiled 
by John E. W. Wayman. 


ALMOST FINDS A LOOPHOLE. 


a 


Seeks Freedom Under Four Terms Act; 


Special Court Session Held. ; 


By a legal coup, said to be the first of ita | 
kind ever tried in the Cook county courts, 4 
Attorney Robert B. Cantwell attempted yes- 
terday to escape prosecution on the charge of 
conspiracy to defeat justice, and was placed 
instantly on trial before Judge McEwen at a | 
special session of court. d 

Had the plans of the lawyer not been dis- 
covered by State’s Attorney Wayman it is 
declared he would have escape prosecution | 
at the March term of court, which ended at 12 
o’clock last night. Under the law a defend- 
ant who has demanded trial and has not been 
tried during four terms of court is immune 
from prosecution. By this technicality Cant- 
well expected to obtain his freedom. 

Shortly after noon, when almost every one 
in the criminal court building had gone home, 
Attorney Cantwell appeared before Judge 
Brentano and demanded trial on the charges 
which grew out of the Hip Lung murder case. 


Excitement in Wayman’s Offices 

Immediately there was much excitement in 
the prosecutor’s office. Mr. Wayman sum- 
moned his assistants, requested Judge Mc- 
Ewen to appear in the Criminal court to 
hold a special session, and instructed A. J. 
Harris, clerk of the court, to prepare a spe- 
cial venire. A score of deputy sheriffs start- 
ed hunting for veniremen, but at 4 p. m. 
only ten had been obtained. 

Finally it was decided to open court and 
wait for the other two veniremen. Cantwell 
was represented by Attorneys Seymour Sted- 
man, James T. Brady, Fred Weinman, and 
George Kummeéerow, and State's Attorney 
Wayman and nearly all his assistants were 
present. Every one was in a bad humor and 
Mr. Wayman and Cantwell glared at each 
ather in a decidedly unfriendly manner. 

The minute court was opened Mr. Wayman 
informed Judge McEwen that he wished in- 
dictment No. 1087 nolled and desired that 
the defendant be arraigned on a new indict- 
ment. In the meantime Cantwell had been 
arrested on a capias and furnished bonds of 
$5,000 signed by Ald. John Powers, Attorney 
Stedman objected to the action of Mr. Way- 
man. 

Moves for Discharge. 

„ move that the defendant be discharged 
on the ground that the new indictment is a 
mere duplicate of the one which has just been 
nolled,“ said Attorney Stedman. “ This ac- 
tion of the state’s attorney is 4 virtual ac- 
quittal of the defendant.” 

“There is an essential difference,“ replied 
Mr. Wayman. “ The old indictment alleges 
there were four defendants in the Chinese 
murder trial out of which this prosecution 
grows, when in fact there were only three.“ 

„Let us see what the records in these 
cases are, sald Judge McEwen. 

Chief Deputy Clerk Max L. Wolff was 
placed on the stand to testify to the records 
It was shown that on Aug. 1 Cantwell had 
made @ demand for trial. Again on Nov. 20 
he demanded trial, but on Nov. 30 this de- 
mand was withdrawn. Another demand for 
trial was ‘made on Dec, 30. | 

Judge McEwen overruled Attorney Sted- 
man’s motion and Attorney Brady then 
moved that the defendant be dlocharged on 
the ground that he had made-repeated de- 
mands for trial and that they had not been 
granted. He said the fact that Cantwell had 
withdrawn one demand did not affect the 
case. 


Stops to Score Cantwell.

LINES PAY $350,000 
FOR TRACTION ACT 


Investigation Shows Compa- 
nies Spent Freely for Pub- 


licity During Ordi- 
nance Campaign.

CUT FROM JOINT BOOKS. 


The campaign that resulted in the people's 
approval of the street railway ordinances 
by an overwhelming majority in 1907 cost 
the City railway and the Chicago Railways 

This revelation resulted from the attempt 
of the Chicago Railways company to charge 
its share of the expense up to operating ex- 
penses under the existing partnership agree- 
ment with the city. Municipal officials com- 
pelled the company to relegate the item to its 
individual accounts. The City railway had 
kept its corresponding item of election ex- 
pense in its individual account and never had 
attempted to make the city stand part of the 
burden. 

So far as could'be ascertained from unwill- 
ing testimony) the City railway spent epme- 
thing over $235,000 in the campaign for the 
adoption of the ordinances and the Railways 
company more than $115,000. It is strenu- 
ously denied that any of this money was paid 
to members of the city council. According 
to the meager statements forthcoming, the 
bulk of the amounts was paid out in cam- 

Uterature and other avenues of pub- 
licity and for the hiring of workers at the 
polls to get out the vote and electioneer for 
the adoption of the ordinances. 


Closes with City Victory. 

Altogether the Chicago Railways company 
was required to cut more than $254,000 out 
of the partnership account and transfer it to 
its individual accounts. In this the city will 

the gainer, ae the reduction of the operat- 
ng expenses by that amount increases the 
net receipts, of which the city gets 55 per 
cent. The City rallway wae not required to 
change its accounting with the city. 

With this disposition of the items in dis- 
pute Chief Engineer Bion J. Arnold prac- 
tically closed the investigation of vouchers 
that he has been conducting for severa] 
months. There are still a few minor ques- 
tions to be adjusted, but they will be dis- 
posed of according to the precedent already 
set.

Rooney had taken the Waller auto from 
the garage without the permission of its 
owner. Miss Waller had driven it during 
the afternoon, and returned it to the garage 
about § o’clock. 


Takes Machine Without Asking. 

In the evening when she telephoned for 
the auto to take her and a party of friends 
to a theater she was told that it had been 
taken out by Rooney. A substitute was sent 
to the Waller residence. 

Rooney, they say at the garage, is one of 
those chauffeurs who want to “go in a 
hurry.”’

PLAIN CITIZEN FAVORED. 


Framers of Payne Bill Believed 
: to Be Taking Heed of 
Protests. 


Washington, D. C., April 3.—[Special.}— 
Work in the room of the ways and means 
committee today progressed favorably to the 
ordinary citizen of the United States. It is 
supposed that the loud protests from press 
and public have penetrated with vital effect 
to the inner otum of the tariff makers. 

The ways ‘means committee started its 
work by deciding to amend the Payne bill by 
removing the duty on tea and the connter- 
vailing duty on coffee. This will remove the 
proposed tax on the workingman's break- 
fast table.“ | 

Thenceforth the committee bethought 
themselves of the workingman’s wife and 
daughters, of the house dresses of the plain 
American business man's wife, and of all the 
other mass of citizens whose men folks have 
medium length purses and full length votes. 
Thereupon they reduced the proposed .in- 
creases on all cotton fabrics and the price of 
innumerable grades of cotton goods in the 
stores will remain the same, subject only to 
the ordinary fluctuations of trade. 

The phraseology of the paragraph defining 
the term cotton cloth and the method of 
determining the count of threads to the 
sq inch which would have increased the 
du tton cloth 200 or 300 per cent was 
amended to read the same as in the Dingley 


law. 


Reduce Peas and Cloves. 

Other things affecting the table were treat. 
ed favorably by the committee, which decid- 
ed to report numerous amendments reducing 
the duties in the original bill. The duty on 
peas was reduced to 25 cents per bushel, 15 
cents less than at present. Evergreen seed- 
— and clove stems were placed on the free 

st. 

The committee decided to report an amend- 
ment striking out the ‘eountervailing duty 
proviso on lumber, and in their petition, the 
opposition express the desire that the rule 
for considering the tariff bill will limit 
amendments in the lumber schedule to the 
proviso. This would make it impossible to 
have ta on the question of free lumber 
or to e the duties to what they are under 
the Dingley law. 

It had been the impression that the ways 
and means committee would report an 
amendment placing the same duty on scrap 
tion as the bill provides for pig iron, it hav- 
ing been contended that no pig iron would 
be imported under the provisions of the 
Payne bill, which places a duty of 50 cents 
per ton on scrap iron and a duty of $2.50 per 


ton on pig iron. Under the Dingley law both 


articles pay a duty of $4aton. The petition 
ssa to have the duty fixed’at $3 a ton on 
h. 


To Vote Against Rule. 

All the Republican members except four 
who were present at the meeting which decid- 
ed on the petition expressed their intention of 
voting against the rule to be reported on 
Monday, unless the committee offer their 
amendments. The West Virginia members 
are particularly determined to have the rec- 
iprocity provision, permittting the free entry 
of coal from countries which impose no duty 
on coal from the United States, stricken out 
and the duty on bituminous coal, including 
culm and slack, fixed at 45 cents per ton of 
2,000 pounds, The Payne bill as reported 
makes the duty the same as in the Dingtey 
law with the exception that slack and culm 
are included under the samerate. The Ding- 
ley law provides a duty of 15 cents per ton of 
twenty-eight bushels on coal, slack, or culm. 

Finding that section 41 of the Payne bill, 
which provides that a patent issued by the 
United States to a citizen or subject of a 
foreign country shall be subject to the same 
conditions imposed by that country on a citi- 
zen of the United States, was in violation of 
an international convention which precludes 
any discrimination against foreign citigens 
in the patent laws, the committee decided to 
strike out that section. - 


Use of Union Label Threatened. 

The section which prescribes that no pack- 
ages of tobacco or cigarets shall be permitted 
to have pac in, attached to, or connected 
with them affy article other than the manu- 
facturers’ wrappers and labels, the internal 
revenue stamp, and the tobacco or cigarets, 
was amended to conform with an amend- 
ment that was madeto the Dingley law. The 
object of this section is to prevent the use 
of coupons or other premiums, but it was 
claimed that the Payne bill would prevent 
the use of union labels. 

On motion of Mr. Broussard of Louisiana, 
an amendment was agreed to making dutia- 
ble all rice coming from the Philippine Is- 
lands. It was contended that the Philip- 
pines, which do not raise sufficient rice for 
their own consumption, would take advan- 
tage of the free trade provislons of the Payne 
bill to send their rice to this country and 
import the cheap rice of Japan and China 
for their home consumption. 

Specific duties are provided by the amehd- 
ments for mica and saccharine, on which 
the duty was changed from 25 per cent ad 
valorem to 50 cents a pound. Minor changes 
were made in the paragraphs covering 
linoleum, horse hair goods, wood pulp, and 
print paper. cutlery, and wire. The duty on 
charcoal iron is increased to $10 a ton, while 
all glues are assessed at .25 per cent ad 
valorem. Guernsey ware, Jacquard figure 
curtains, and table covers are especially 
provided for. 

’ ‘Restore Rates on Collars and Cutts. 

The Dingley rates on collars and cuffs are 
restored, while shoe strings have a special 
duty of 50 cents per gross pairs and 10 per 
cent ad valorem provided. A reducti¢n of 10 
per cent ad valorem is made in the duty on 
photographic papers. Several orude gums 
for making varnish are placed on the free 
list. A duty of 15-100 of a cent per pound is 
imposed on copperas, or sulphate of iron, 
which was on the free list. The duty on 
crude and manufactured flourspar is fixed 
at $1.50 per ton. 

Net and netting machinery is included in 

the paragraph which permits the free entry 
of all embroidery dnd lace making machinery 
prior to July 1. 1911. An increase of 50 per 
cent ad valorem is made in the duty on briar 
root and briar wood, while the duty on car- 
bon electrodes used for manufacturing is 
lowered 15 per cent ad valorem. 

Representative Harrison of New Tork 
moved that wool, lumber, refined sugar, coal, 
gine ore, and the entire steel and iron 
schedules be placed on the free list and the 
duties on gloves and hosiery be retained as 
in the Dingley law. No one else voted for 
the motion. An amendment proposed by Mr. 
Underwood to strike out the countervailing 
clause. on petroleum and a motion offered by 
Mr. Clark of Missouri that leather and 
leather goods be placed on the free list also 
failed. 

The ways and means committee will have 
another meeting before the Payne bill is con- 
sidered in the house for amendment.

He is the consumer, the fellow who buys 
the American product behind the stone wall 
of the protective-tariff. He must buy in the 
American market or else he must pay tariff 
rates on everything: he brings in from 
abroad. He is engaged in some other bust- 
ness besides manufacturing, and he cannot 
drop his daily work to learn a trade or to 
manufacture for himself the things he needs 
either for his necessities or his extrava- 
garices. He ig the man who pays the differ-, 
ence, in the cost of production at home and 
abroad. N 

It is evident to any one who stops to think 
cagefully about the matter that these three 
classes are badly mixed up. Both the labor- 
ers and the manufacturers are always con- 
sumers as well, and the consumer is often a 
laborer or manufacturer, or some one who 
lives on an income which is produced in some 
way by labor or manufacture. . 


Every Interest Is Selfish. 

It trouta be biting off our nose to spite our 
face if we should build up a tariff wall so high 
that we should unfairly increase the cost of 
living. The shoemaker would like to have 
a good tariff on things to put on the feet, 
but he wants a low rate on his hats and his 
coats, and his coffee and his beer. The capi- 
talist who supplies money for a big steel 
plant would perhaps like to get cheaper 
lumber or marble or glassware for his house. 
The interests of all different classes are in- 
extricably jumbled, and it is this fact which 
makes it such a job for congress to solve the 
puzzle every time a new tariff comes up for 
consideration. 

There are probably more people Who are 
only indirectly laborers than there are those 
who class themselves as workmen and can be 
‘gathered into recognized trade unions... On 
the other hand, if the workingmen, who by 
labor-of;his hands produces a product-neces- 
sary for the general welfare, receives good 
wages, he becomes a more active consumer 
of other products. If the tariff on clothing, 
for instance, is too high, the clerk or preacher 
or lawyer may have to cut off the money he 
would otherwise devote to the purchase of 
shoes or books, 

The minute any article is protected beyond 
the difference in cost here and abroad, either 
the immediate workman or the immediate 
manufacturer gets an unfair advantage over 
the rest of the people, the law having stepped 
in to give him a monopoly at the expense of 
his fellow consumers, fellow laborers, and 
fellow manufacturers and capitalists, 


Rapid Change to Be Viewed. 

It will be seen that, if congress were om- 
niscient, knew everything, and always did 
the right thing, the tariff would be a scien- 
tific imposition which would be fair to cap- 
italists, the laborer, and the consumer, to 
each of them iu their separate capacities and 
united as well. Unfortunately, conditions 
change rapidly, especially in this country, 
and the cost of production fluctuates. It is 
generally reduced as time goes on by dis- 
covery of new and cheaper processes, by the 
invention of ca papel machinery, and by 
the materials once t wh 
away as worthless, this use of the bysprod- 
ucts in modern industrial Ife having abso- 


period of time. 

The result is that a tariff made scientifica]- 
ly today may be all out.of joint tomorrow, 
although it may be accepted as a general 
principle that if a tariff is fair today it is 
too high tomorrow and becomes still higher 
as time goes on, there being, of course, usual 
exceptions to this rule. 

Practice in legislation has demonstrated, 
unfortunately, one unpleasant feature of the 
protective system, especially in this demo- 
eratic country. It is that the manufacturer 
usually gets à better hearing before a 
legislative body than either the laborer or the 
consumer. It is entirely natural that this 
should be so in one way. The manufacturer 
generally is intelligent, prosperous, and in- 
fiuential. He can present his side of the 
case; can hire experts to do his talking for 
him, and generally can make his political in- 
fluence felt In many mysterious ways. 


Capitalists Do Most Talking. 

A study of the hearings before the ways 
and means committee will show that an over- 
twhelming percentage of the testimony was 
given by capitalists who are engaged in man- 
ufacturing various products. If all their tes- 
timony were to be relied upon and if they 
were absolutely unselfish no particular harm 
would be done. The trouble is that many a 
manufacturer tells the congressional com- 
mittee he pays a particular laborer five dol- 
lars a day when he knows perfectly well 
that the man is carried on the rolls at half or 
two-thirds that figure. Every dollar of duty 
the manufacturer can have added to his prod- 
uct without ‘a corresponding increase in 
wages is clear profit, except for the compe- 
tition among the American manufacturers 
themselves. 

When congress comes to consider the tariff 
law, it quickly finds that the manufacturer 


wants to get his raw material free of duty 


if possible. The laboring man wants to help 
him in this regard, but wants his wages rais- 
ed in the productior of the finished product. 
The consumer who is not directly a manufac- 
turer or laborer wants the total retail price 
as low as possible, and he realizes that the 
greatest check upon higher prices is the poss- 

ible introduction of goeda made abroad where 
the rates of living.and the rates of wages are 
notoriously less than they are here. The in- 
terests Of all the classes really are the same 
because the man who is a iaborer on one prod- 
uct is the consumer of another, because 
there would be no labor if there were no cap- 
ital and because tnere would be no profi: in 
manufacturing it there were no consumer for 
the product. 


Hearing for Laboring Man. 

If congress, after hearing the manufac- 
turer, would go à step farther and summon 
to the committee room a few representatives 
of the laboring men and ‘the actual or ulti- 
mate consumers, the tariff would not be, as 
it is today, so much a thing of political and 
commercial. arrangement, - dicta by men 
who are clever enough or polticallx or 
financially influential enough to impose their 
views on the dominant party in congress. 

It is notoriously a fact that in many cases 
where there is a high protective tariff the 
laboring man does not begin to get the wages 
he is entitled to as a part of that protec- 
tion, and in many other cases the American 
consumer is compelled to pay large prices 
merely for the purpose of giving a wholly 
improper profit to an already rich manu- 
facturer. 5

URGE ITS ELIMINATION. 


Speaker Shurtleff Coincides with 


‘View That Clause Ig 
Confusing.

Springfield, III., April 8.—[Special.}—In the 
codification of school laws proposed in a bil} 
passed by the senate and now pending in the 


house, the Roman Catholic, Lutheran, and 


other parochial school authorities have dis- 
covered a provision which they regard as di- 
rectly attacking the parochial school system. 

It has been explained to their representa- 
tives that the same provision in the same 
language is in the statutes at the present 
time, and the state school authorities, who 
are urging the passage e measure, insist 
that the section gains no new significance i> 
the new codificatio; 

These @xzplanati heve not been satis- 
factory and it is certain that if an attempt be 
made to put the bill through the house in its 
present form and unamended it will provoke 
a school and church contest. 


Remember “Red Schoolhouse.” 


Ever since the “ little red schoolhouse ” af- 
fair of the Fifer administration Illinois legis- 


latures have looked on anything touching 


parochial schools as something extremely 
dangerous. 

Speaker Shurtleff has taken the aide of the 
parochial schools in this matter and contends 
that even if there be every reason to believe 
that the provision in question is harmless, 
nevertheless it were better out of the nieas- 
ure. It reads as follows: 

Any person who by threats, menace, or 
intimidation prevents any child entitled to 
afiend a public school in the state from at- 
tending such school shall on conviction be 
fined in a sum not exceeding 28.“ 


See Danger to Parochial Schools. 


This is the exact wording of a provision 
in the present school laws, but the friends 
and supporters of the parochial schools con- 
tend that it has been given a different gif 
nificance in the new school law code. 

In the statutes now it has evident reference 
to a preceding section designed to prevent 
interference with colored children. The 
other section fixes a punishment for any 
school authorities or persons who prevent 
colored children from obtaining instruction 
in the public schools, and both sections are 
supposed to have been paased because of at- 
tempted discriminatioi. against colored chil- 
dren in the southern part of the state, where 
even recently there has been trouble over 
this question. 

As the sections stand at present they do 
not constitute a menace to the parochial 
school in the opinion of the men opposing 
the proposed codification, and Speaker 
Shurtleff shares their opinion. 


Speaker Takes Decided Stand. 

Mr. Shurtleff has taken the matter up with 
the superintendent of state instruction and 
his assistants, insisting that the code bill shall 
be amended and that the offending paragraph 
Shall come out. The officials of the depart- 
ment of education concede that if a superin- 
tendent ot schools were foolish enough to 
proceed against the parochial schools he 
might mawe aome trouble, but they deny that 
any official would be so foolish and they be- 
lieve that no court would put the construction 
on it which the parochial schools fear. 

Educational department officials also say 
that the advice which the Roman Catholic 
clergy and the clergy of other churches sup- 
porting parochial schools give in urging the 
attendance of the children of their churches 
at the parochial sehools supported by the 
churthes could not be interpreted as „threats, 
menace, or intimidation,“ and that the plain 
purport of the section is so different from that 
which is read into it that the fears of the 
paroehial schools are without foundation. 


See No Menace in Bill. 


The officials: deny also that there is any new 
significance given the provision by placing 
it in the codification, where it stands in ex- 
actly the same relationship to the provision 
regarding colored children as it does now in 
the statutes. 

Mr. Shurtleff and members of the legisia- 
ture believe that it gains a new significance 
in the code and applies to the entire act in- 
stead of being Hable to interpretation in con- 
nection with the provision regarding colored 
children. The state school authorities, re- 
garding the code bill as an immediate neces- 
sity, insist that it shall be passed unamend- 
ed and that then, becoming a law with the 
governor's signature, it can be amended later. 

It is an emergency measure, and it is the 
opinion of the school authorities that as 
soon as it has become a law the legislature, 
still in its present session, can undertake its 
amendment and cut out provisions ovér which 
there might be dispute.

School Authorities Are Balked. 

It is practically certain that the plans of 
the school authorities cannot be carrted out 
eo far as the emergency clause is concerned, 
and ‘almost as certain that they camnot be 
successful in getting the bill passed without 
amendment even with the emergency clause 
stricken out. 

The provision complained of is the chief 
but not the only objection which the paro- 
chial schools have to the bill, although the 
educational commission which drafted it and 
which secured its passage in the senate as- 
serts that it contains no new legislation.

Every effort will be made in the two remain- 
ing days before election to roll up an over- 
whelming vote in favor of the establishment 
ot a munictpal tuberculosis sanitarium in 
Chicago, Leaders in the campaign declared 
their belief yesterday that the proposition 
would meet with almost unanimous favor at 
the hands of the voters, but that their efforts 
will not be relinquished until the dawn of 
election day. 5 

Today win be “ Tuberculosis Sunday in 
many churches, pastors having been asked tc 
urge their congregations to support the move- 
ment. Several thousand letters have been 
sent to judges and clerks of election asking 
them to. vote for the measure. @ 

Letters also have been sent to candidates 
of both political parties and to political clubs, 
city officials, fraternal organizatfons, labor 
unions, women's clubs, church organizations, 
hospital boards, settlements, philanthropic 
agencies, and civic bodies. 


Campaign Begun Month Ago. 

The bill was passed on March 10 and was 
taken post haste tc Gov. Deneen for his sig- 
nature. After being signed it became ef- 
fective at once by virtue of an emergency 
clause. 

The law provides for a referendum vote 


The petition had to be filed with the city 
clerk by March 18 to bring the matter before 
the people, and it was accomplished in ample 
time. Then the campaign of education began 
and mass meetings were arranged for various 
parts of the city every night, at which rep- 
resentative physicians spoke. 

The Glackin law provides for a tax not to 
exceed 1 mill on the dollar on all taxable 
property for the establishment and mainte- 
nance of the sanitarium. The rate may be 
varied yearly and is to determined in ad- 
vance by the city council, The management 
will be vested in a board of three directors, 
appointed by the mayor, one from the de- 
partment of health. 

Dr. William A. Evans, health commission- 
er, declared the plan would appeal to the 
poorer peoplé because it would give them 
direct aid, and to the wealthy ¢itizens because 
it would decrease the expense of caring for 
tuberculous patients in the county institu- 
tions. 

We have the utmost confidence that the 
voters of Chicago will put themselves on 
record in faver of the Glackin law by voting 
Tes on the little ballot,” said Supt. Wing 
of the Chicago Tuberculosis institute. 


Urged by Head of Nurses. 


Miss Harriet Fulmer, superintendent of the 
Visiting Nurse association, urged the build- 
ing of a sanitarium in a letter to THE TM- 
UNE, as follows: 

No man need lack a motive for urging a 
tuberculosis sanitarium for Chicago. Even 
though it be the ulterior one of selfish pro- 
tection, of politics, of public hygiene, or of 
humanitarianism, each and every one of 
these reasons should bring a yea from 
every voter. With this scourge fastening 
itself like a leech upon the young wage- 
earners of our city, men and women in the 
prime of their working capacity, it behooves 
us to make it our business as citizens to pro- 
vide measures at Once for their protection, 
even though it be for economic reasons alone. 

Our public has been accused of lack of 
interest in instituting measures to stop the 
stream of this disease at its head, and Illinois 
is said to be last to fall in line to control the 
spread of tuberculosis.

Thirty Per Cent Increase Shown 
in Manufacturing Data, 


FOR PERIOD OF FIVE YEARS, 


Chicago Biggest Factor with Figures 
Down to Year Lately Ended.

Springfield, III. April 3,—An average in- 
crease of about 30 per cent in the amount of 
capital. wages, and products of manufactur- 
ing industries of Illinois between 1900 and 
1905 is shown in a series of tabulated data. 
obtained by Gov. Deneen from the reports of 
the bureau of the census and just made 
publie. 

The data gathered also has to do directly 
with Chicago as separate from the rest of the 
state. This is because about 55 per cent of 


all the manufacturing of the state is in Chi- 


cago, which city also has 65 per cent of the 


earners, pays out 66 per cent of the wages, 
and turns out 68 per cent of the tota! output. 

Beginning with the state as a whole, the 
report shows that the taxable property in 
Illinois has increased $231,043,437 between 
i902 and 1909. 


Growth of State’s Industries. 
The number of manufacturing establish- 
ments increased by 547 between 1900 and 
1905; capital invested increased $243.015,028. 
or 33 pers cent; wages increased $49,301,289, 
or 31 per cent, ang the valne of products in- 
creased $280,473,821, or 26 per cent. 

Thirty-five establishments reported an out- 

put of $7,000,000 or more each for the year 
1905. 
In population the state is shown to rank 
third: with a probable number of 5,590,000 
residents in 1905. The stade is also third in 
the value of manufactured products, the to- 
tal value of such products in 1905 being 
581.410.243.000. 

There are more than 300 distinct lines of 
manufacture in the state carried on in over 
15,000 separate establishments, and Illinois 
ranks first in slaughtering, meat, and pack- 
ing products. agricultural’ implements, bi- 

cycles, steam railroads, cars, glucose, and 
distilled liquors.”

Railroad Shops, Churches and 


200 Residences Burned. 


Dallas Also Has Great Blaze Which 
Destroys 75 Houses. 


Forth Worth, Tex., April 3.—Starting in a 
barn, presumably from a carelessly thrown 


cigaret, fire this afternoon destroyed prop- 


erty in the southern portion of Fort Worth 
conservatively estimated in value at $2,500,- 
000, caused the death of one person, J. J. 
Newton of Krum, Tex., and rendered sev- 
eral thousand persons homeless. Two hun- 
dred residences were burned. 

The fire began at Jennings avenue and 
Petersmith street, in the center of a fashion- 
able residence district, and, fanned, by a stiff 
wind, was beyond contro! within fifteen 
minutes, Spreading to the south, it burned ita 
way through thirty-two blocks and con- 


‘tinued until it had swept through the yards 


of the Texas and Pacific railroad, destroying 
the railroad bulidings and a large amount of 
rolling stock, where ,the fire burned itself out 
when nothing further remained in the path- 
way of the flames.

Baptist and Presbyterian, and the Swedish 


chapel, were among the buildings destroyed, 
as was the Presbyterian sanitarium. The 
patients of the latter institution were all re- 
moved in safety. 

The Texas and Pacific railroad suffered the 
largest individual loss, Fourteen locomotives 
were reduced to twisted masses of steel and 
iron and several hundred box cars besides the 
round house and other buildings of the road 
were destroyed. 

The officials estimate the losses of the 
road at $160,000, while the damage to the 
church property is estimated at $200,000, 


Nearby Cities Send Aid. 

In answer to appeals for aid special trains 
bearing fire fighting apparatus were dis- 
patched from Dallas and Weatherford, Tex., 
but all efforts to check the progress of the 
flames were without result until the yards of 
the Texas and Pacific railroad were crossed 
and the reservation,“ a vacant lot of ground 
on the east, was reached. On the south, the 
Texas and Pacific depot, a stone and steel 
structure, proved a bulwark, which saved 
the wholesale district. 

The fire swept area tonight is being pa- 
trolled by armed guards to prevent looting, 
while the tired owners of the burned bulld- 
ings are gathering what they can of their 
household effects and seeking shelter for the 
night wherever it can be secured. The live- 
stock building and auditorium at the fair 
grounds are furnishing the temporary abode 
for many, and still others have accepted the 
hospitality of Dallas and other nearby cities. 


Sixty-four Dallas Houses Burn. 

Dallas, Tex., April 3.—Sixty-four _ resi- 
dences and a private sanitarium in Oak Cliff, 
a suburb of Dallas, were destroyed by fire 
late today, causing a property loss esti- 
mated at $250,000. The fire swept through 
fourteen residence blocks. In the burned 
area only five buildings remained intact. 
Part of the fire department was fighting the 
Fort Worth fire at the time.

David Anderson Alleges Self-Defense 
in Killing of Callahan, Citing Scott’s 
„Hair Trigger“ Act Act.

He declared that he, Bert McCagg, and 
Joseph Lempke were walking in Washing- 
ton boulevard when the policeman emerged 
from an alley and pointed a revolver at him. 
They stopped as ordered. McCagg, he says, 
grasped the weapon and Callahan fired, the 
bullet killing McCagg. He then drew his own 
revolver and fired at the policeman, fearing 
that unless he did so he might be the next 
victim, he says, 

A petition for rehearing is pending in the 
Supreme court, and should this fail Attorney 
Standidge and friends of Anderson say they 
will appeal to Gov. Deneen.

Robbers entered the office of the John E. 
Burns Lumber company, 40 West Chicago 
avenue, early yesterday morning and made 
an unsuccessful attempt to rifle the safe. 
Beyond slight damage done to the safe door 
there was no loss. 

This is the fourth attempt that has been 
made to rob the same safe within a few 
months.

TRUE BILLS MAY FOLLOW. 


Indtotments Charging Morris & 
„Co. with Rebating Expected 
Next Tuesday. 


As April 6 draws near interest in the out- 
come of the federal grand jury’s investiga- 


. tion of the beef trust las growing. Two weeks 


have elapsed since the last session of the 
grand jury, and in tle meantime Assistant 
Attorney General Wade Ellis bas been here 
conferring with District Attorney Sims. 

It has become known that Mr. Ellis was 
here principally to look into the beef trust 
proposition, although he attended a hear- 
ing before a special examiner on the Du Pont- 
De Nemours powder trust. Most of his time 
was spent in going over the testimony, which 
has been taken in the beef inquiry. 

It is almost certain that indictments will 
be regurned ‘next Tuesday against Morris 
& Co., but the charges against that company 
are said to be confined to accepting rebates, 
and thé best informed persons declare that 
it is not likely that any indictments for viola- 
tion against the Sherman anti-trust law will 
be returned at this time 


On Track of. More Evidence. 

The reason for that is not because evidence 
has not been obtained but because it is 
thought much more evidence can be ob- 
tained by holding. that matter over for an- 
other grand jury. It is “believed another 


grand jury will be called especially for the 


purpose of investigating all of the big pack - 
ing companies with reference to their alleged 
combination in restraint of trade. It u 
said in defense of this plan that if indict- 
ments against the packers should be re- 
turned by this grand jury there would be 
not nearly so good a chance to obtain the fur- 
ther evidence which the government believes 
it is now on the traek of. 

The history of the beef investigation is 
peculiar. The story told in the federal build- 
ing is that an ex-employé of Morris & Co., 


being disgruntied over his discharge, told 


District Attorney Sims about certain evi- 
dence which he knew of, which clearly 
showed that Morris & Co. had been accepting 
rebates. He was employed immediately by 
the district attorney, and under his guid- 
were is- 
sued, and the deputy marshd@is who served 


them were accompanied by the ex-employé 


to the n. plant to point oùt the men. 


Thdications That Trust Exists. 
At first it was intended to investigate only 
the rebate phase of the question, but from a 


little evidence given by one of the clerks it 


was found that interwoven with the rebating 
charge were faets which fended to show the 
existence of a trust, evidence which never 
before had been obtainable. The rebate 
charge became a secondary matter, and the 
government attorneys went after the trust 
evidence hard. 

Many witnesses have been heard, but it ig 
said when Mr. Ellis went over the whole mass 
of the testimony with District Attorney Sims 
recently he discovered some loose ends and 
advised that the present grand jury confine 
itself to the rebate charges and leave it to a 
special body to probe more ly into the 
trust relationship. 
However, from the evidence already ob- 
tained and leads which are still to be followed 
the government attorneys feel positive they 
will be able to obtain sufficient data to ob- 
tain indictments which will hold, and in this 
case there will be no question of immunity, 
as it is certain that the evidence has not been 
given voluntarily. 


ARTIST BIDS DEATH COME 
THROUGH A CLOUD OF GAS. 


Attempt of M. Andrea Bowles to End 
Life in Hotel, However, Is Unsuccess- 
ful—Unidentified Body Found. 


M. Andrea Bowles was found unconscious 
in bed yesterday morn in a gas filled room 
at the Monarch hotel, 102 North Clark street. 

A bottle. which had contained chloroform 
and a note were found on a table and the 
police believe he attempted to commit suicide, 
Bowles was taken to the Passavant hospital, 
where it is said/his condition is serious. He 
is employed as an artist by the W. D. Boyce 
Publishing company and had been missing 
from his residence at 5218 Jefferson avenue 
for four days. 

The note found in his room read as follows: 


M. Andrea Bowles, artist. Requiescat in pace. 
Late of 5218 Jefferson avenue. 


The body of an unidentified man with a 
bullet wound in the right temple and a gash 
on the head was found in the morning at 
Forty-eighth avenue and Thirty-first street. 
A revolver was found under his right elbow.

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AGENCY FORECASTS REPORT. 


Gambling May Be Deprecated and seme 
Changes Advoeated, 


New York, April 3.—[Specia).]—The com- 

mission appointed by Gov. Hughes to in- 
vestigate the stock exchanges held a consul- 
tation today over the various problema in- 
volved in the attempt to suppress “ bucket- 
ing.” Some members made up their minds 
as to the course to pursue, and It is possible 
that more witnesses will be called. 
A financial news agency today printed an 
article containing what purported to be a 
résumé of the commission's forthcoming re- 
port. 


Public to Be Made “Wise.” 


“The subject of short selling. and dealing 
in futures has been discussed extenaively,” 
says the agency. and it is understood to be 
the conclusion of the commission that the 
abet n of these methods of speculation 
be injurious to the best interests of the 
0 An effort will be made to set forth 
reasons for this conclusion as clearly and 
as simply as possible for the education of the 
public and to show'that public clamor for 
reform in these features is not based on sound 
principles. 

The gambling spirit ot Wall street will be 
deprecated, but it will be conceded no law 
can altogether eradicate it. It is probable 
some measures will be advocated to do 
away with ‘ wash sales’ and ‘ match orders,’ 
although in just what manner the commis- 
sion will treat this subject cannot be 
learned.“ — 

The article continues: 

No radical reforms will be recommended, 
except possibly in case of the metal and mari- 
time exchanges, in which the commission is 
said to have found abuses. The report will 
be marked more for its educational influence 
than for reforms it will recommend. 


Cotton Exchange Got Busy. 


** Considerable attention will be devoted to 
the cotton exchange, and it is understood that 
the report will disclose that this exchange 
voluntarily instituted many reforms since the 
commission began ite investigations. In fact, 
the cotton exchange quietly began an inves- 
tigation of its own some time before the 
Hughes’ investigators were appointed, and 
took a large mass of testimony which it has 
since submitted to the commission. 

The cotton exchange had before it a num- 
ber of prominent southern planters and ed- 
itors of southern papers, who have been cry- 
ing that dealing in futures injured the busi- 
nes of the dealer in actual cotton in the south 
and had with them a frank discussion of the 
problem. It is said that the convictions of 
many of these men were greatly modified as 
a result of this conference.“ 1 


President of State University Outlines 
Plans to New York Graduates at 
Annyal Dinner. 


New York, April 3.—[Special.]—Edmund J. 
James, president of the University of In- 
nois, said tonight at a dinner of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois club of New York at the Hotel 
Manhattan that the next legislature would 
be asked for $4,000,000 for the expenditures of 
the institution and the legislature, at the fol- 
lowing terms, would be appealed to for 810, 
000,000. He told of the resolution recently 
passed by the legislature, raising the salary 
of members of the faculty and stated that 
this was made necessary by threats of east- 
ern educational institutions to take away 
the teachers. Mr. James predicted a great 
future for the university and said its scope 
would be vastly broadened.

The com- 
pany had charged $663,197 to the capital ac- 
count for the first year. .This amount will 
be reduced to $502,197 by the settlement be- 
tween the company and the city. Theamount 
deducted is only $161,000, as not all of the 
$254,000 in question had been allowed by the 
engineers even tentatively. 

The company actually paid out in rehabili- 
tation during the first year $440,883, to 
which is added $61,814, representing the per- 
centages of contractor’s profit and broker- 
age allowed by the ordinance. This brings 
the capital account charge up to $502,197.

ADMIRAL CERVERA 
- CALLED BY DEATH 


Commander of Spanish. Fleet 
at Santiago Is Victim of 
Illness of Weeks. 


LIFE ONE OF HEROISM. 


Defeat by Americans Cansed No 
Loss in the Honors He Had 
Won at Sea. 


PUERTO REAL, Spain, April 3.—Vice Ad- 
miral Pascual Cervera, who commanded the 
Spanish fleet in the battle of Santiago, Cuba, 
died here this afternoon. 

Vice Admiral Cervera was retired from|the 
active list of the Spanish navy on Dec. 14 
last at his own request on account of fail- 
ing health. Shortly afterwards he came to 
Puerto Real in the hope of improving his 
health, but during the laat month he was in a 
critial condition, being kept alive onty by the 


use of oxygen and hypodermic injections. He 


suffered from an affection of the heart. 


Sketch of His Career. 

Admiral Pascual de Cervera y Topete Conde 
de Jerez, marquis de Santa Ana, or, as he was 
better known, Admiral Cervera, was perhaps 
better known to the people of the United 


| States than any other naval officer of the 
old world. This was because of his disastrous 


defeat at Santiago on July 8, 1898, and his 
subsequent detention in the United States as 
prisoner for several months. 

Admiral Cervera was born in the province 
of Jerez, Spain, in 1835, his father being a 
man of great wealth and his mother, Marie 
Topete, belonging to a branch of the royal 
family. 

Cervera entered the naval academy at San 
Fernando, Spain, at an early age and was 


‘graduated in 1851. His first actual experi- 


ence in naval warfare came to him in 1850 
when, as an ensign, he accompanied the 
navy on the. expedition against Morocco, 
gaining the rank of firet Heutenant before he 
returned. 

Cervera’s next service was in Cochin 
China water in 1862 In 1868-70, having been 
promoted to the rank of captain, he com- 
manded a naval vessel off the coast of Peru. 

In 1870 he was transferred to blockade duty 
off the Cuban coast, the ten yeare’ war being 
then in progress. 


Becomes Minister of Marine. 

Later Cervera returned to Spain to ac- 
cept the post of minister of marine in the 
cabinet. He quit the cabinet subsequently 
to take command of the batt! Pelayo. 

Cervera rose to the rank of l through 
his influence at court, and to natural pro- 
motions, He never saw serious naval! war- 
fare until the outbreak of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war in 1898. Still, he was recognized in 
world naval circles as the ablest naval com- 
mander in Spain. 

Cervera became a prominent figure in the 
Spanish-American war. He was in com- 
mand of what was popularly known at that 
time as the Cape Verde fleet. This fleet con- 
sisted of the best ships in the Spanish navy, 
the Cristobal, Colon, Almirante, Oquendo, 
Infanta Maria Teresa, Viscaya, and the 
torpedo boats Plutonand Furor. It remained 
at Cape Verde for many weeks, but was 
finally reported at the island of Martinique, 
in the French West Indies, on May 12. 


? 
Created Panic in America. 

The near approach of so formidable a fleet 
to American shores created something like a 
panic in the coast cities of the United States. 
Admiral Schley, with a flying squadron, was 
dispatched to the southern coast of the island 
of Cuba, while Admiral Sampson, with a 
heavier squadron, guarded the Windward 
passage. 

The movements of Admiral Cervera’s 

squadron were hidden in mystery for many 
— after, its appearance at Martinique, but 
finally on May 17 it was reported at Curacoa, 
a Dutch island off the north coast of South 
America. From Curacoa Cervera took his 
fleet direct to Santiago, where he was finally 
discovered by Admiral Schley on May 29 and 
blockaded by the combined squadrons of 
Schley and Sampson. Lieut. Hobson made 
an unsuccessful attempt—fortunately, it aft- 
erwards transpired—to block the entrance to 
the harbor by sinking the collier Merrimac. 

At this time Cervera showed his heroic 
character by congratulating Hobson on his 
bravery in attempting the “ bottling up.“ He 
previously had caused the rescue of the 
young lieutenant. 


Spanish Fleet Wiped Out. 

The blockade of Santiago continued until 
the arrival of the army of invasion under 
command of Gen. Shafter. The land battles 
of Las Guisimus, E Caney, and San Juan 
followed on July 1 and 2, and on July 3 Cer- 
vera’s fleet made a dash from the harbor in 
a hopeless effort to break through the block- 
ading squadrons and escape. The battle of 
Santiago followed, and in a few hours every 
vessel in Cervera’s fleet was ashore, battered 
into an unrecognizable mass of iron and 
steel. 

In his own description of the destruction 
of his flagship and his own rescue from death 
at that time, Admiral Cervera said: 

“The enemy's fire produced terrible dam- 
age on board the Infanta Maria Teresa, de- 
stroying the elements of defense—among 
others, the net for protection against fire. 
In this critical moment the captain of the 
ship, Sefior Comcas, fell wounded. The fire 
soon became great and ignited many parts of 
the ship. I gave orders to flood the after 
magazines, but it was impossible. I could 
only think of beaching the ship, and did so. 
The contest was impossfble on our side, and 
there was nothing more to be done.“ 


Brought Prisoner to America. 
About 1,510 Spanish officers and sailors 
were killed or wounded, and Admiral Cer- 

vera, with 1,774 of his officers and men, taken 
prisoners. 

The prisoners were taken to the Uni 
States, being cared for at Portsmouth, N. 
and | 5 
Sept. 12 following Admiral Cervera and his 
men were returned to Spain. He was court- 
martialed for his loss of the battle of Santi- 
ago, but his honor was untouched by the ver- 
dict. 

Admiral Cervera made many friends while 
in America. On one occasion, when passing 
through Boston, he was cheered by crowds 


who assembled at the railroad station. Dur- 


ing his last visit to Portsmouth he was ten- 
dered a complimentary banquet by the citi- 
On the eve of his departure for Spain 
Admiral Cervera thanked the Americans for 
their kindness in a letter to the public. 
After his return to Spain the admiral occa- 
sionally wrote to friends in this country. It 
is estimated that his autograph can be found 
in five hundred Portsmouth homes.

It is true that some 
of our large clients have withdrawn large 
sums recently, but these have represented 
profits and are customary with all firms do- 
ing a large business. 

It was estimated on the board of trade 
that the open trades of the firm did not ag- 
gregate more than 1,000,000 bushels of Wheat, 
corn, and oats. All these trades were closed 
out during the morning, and it was stated 
there was a balance due Dickinson & Co, 
as a net result of the operations. 

Pardridge Befutes a Rumor. , 

The fact that C. W. Pardridge, father of 
Princess Engalitcheff, had sold about 2,000, - 
000 bushels of wheat on Friday gave rise to 
reports of friction between Mr. Pardridge and 
the Dickinson family. 

“The story is manufactured out of ‘whole 
cloth,“ said Mr. Pardridge at his office at 112 
State street. It is true that I have with- 
drawn some money recently, but that is not 
unusual, as I have done 80 repeatedly.

He said the Calumet region pre- 
sented an ideal spot for the development of 
the industrial phases of the city’s growth

Following his address Frederick A. Delano, 
president of the Wabash railroad, discoursed 
upon various features of the harbor commis- 
slon's report, published last February in Tus 
TRIBUNB. He displayed a keen interest in 
the possibilities of the Calumet region, par- 
ticularly ita industrial side, and sanctioned 
Mr. Ewen’ 1 recommendation that the com- 
mercial and industrial interests be separated.

New rules have been adopted by the ctvil 
service commission, which, in many in- 
stances, differ widely from those which have 
been in effect almost since the foundation 
ot the board. These rules have been drafted 
| after a study of the work of the civil service 
boards of New York and Boston, which Pres- 
ident Elton Lower of the commission made 


im a visit of several weeks’ duration in the 
east. 


The most important change is that estab- 

lishing the duties of civil service employ és in 
the basis of grades, carrying uniform salaries 
im grades and making it necessary that the 
employé be reéxamined before becoming eligi- 
ble for any other grade. The new rules also 
render it impossible for a’ man’s salary to 
be increased beyond the ‘maximum fixed for 
his grade and all advancement in grades 
must be by promotion. 
A different schedule of marking has been 
established in many instances, more atten- 
tion being paid to the practical tests as 
againat the scholastic examination. 


Same Classes, New Grades. 

There is change in the general clasetti- 
cations, being as at present, officiai, 
skilled abo and labor. But a change is 
made in that provision fixing the grades. 
Under the new rules the duties of the posi- 
tion fix the grade. 

Under the old schedule in the examination 
for the fire department the points were 
marked as follows: Spelling, penmanship, 
arithmetic, and city information, each 1, 
and duties, 6, while under the new schedule 
the physical examination, consisting of tests 
of strength and agility and organic inspec- 
tion, counts 8, and the educational examina- 
tion and knowledge of rules and regulations 
counts 2. 

Another change is the reduction of the 
number of eligible lists by eliminating the 
titles in the service and the Umiting of the 
eligible lists to two year life. 


Sued for Polluting the Air. 

Suit against the Chicago Reduction com- 
pany for polluting the atmosphere in the 
neighborhood of Thirty-ninth and Iron 
streets will be commenced by City Prosecutor 
‘White in the Municipal court early next week. 
Residents in that vicinity have made many 
complaints of the odors which have been 
emanating from that plant, and an investiga- 
tion was made by Chief Sanitary Inspector 
Charles B. Ball, who reported to Health 
Commissioner Evans that the oders were 
certainly noisome. The company has a 
contract with the city to burn ali the garbage 
collected. 

The report of Sanitary Inspector Ball con- 
tains four charges, failure to remove rot- 
ten plants, foul odors from the burning of 
rags, and refuse from the driers, ineufficient 
drainage, and odors from the driers them- 
selves. 

Michael J. Doherty, superintendent of 
streets, has returned to work after a three 
months’ leave of absence. His first work 
was to make an inspection trip during the 
day over the downtown streets, and he said 
he found the cleaning in an unsatisfactory 
condition. This is partly attributed to the 
fact that the men working for the Citizens’ 
Street Cleaning bureau have gone on a strike 
for higher pay.

BY THE KAISER, 


Hur Accepts Ultimatum Bid- 


ding Acquiescence in Aus- 
tria’s Balkan Policy. 


| JOLT FOR BRITAIN, 700. 


Jaglish Feeling Aroused in Fa- 
yor of Quickest Armed 
Preparation. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 


LONDON, April 3.—It te now definitely 
known, despite Berlin semi-ofidial denials, 
that Germany delivered a distinct ultimatum 

to Russia March 25 bidding her recognize 

Austria's annexation of Bosnia and Herze- 
forthwith, or military operations 

would begin against her immedfately. 

The German ambassador informed Isvol- 
sky if Russia refused to take the step re- 
quired Germany would consider the refusal 
an act of hostility to her Austrian ally and 
therefore to herself, her troops would at once 
eross the frontier, and it was further inti- 
mated that Germany had mobilized a great 
force on the Polish frontier in preparation 
for such a movement. 

Izvolsky asked sufficient time to consult 
‘western powers, and this was refused. Iz- 
yolsky thereupon summoned an emergency 
‘meeting of the imperial council, and within 
twenty-four hours it was decided to yield 
completely to Germany's demands. 

Thus by a single stroke Germany made 
peace for a moment in the Balkans, and also 
changed the whole face of European politics. 


Traditions of History Upset. 

It is necessary to recall an important bit 
of history. When the first German emperor 
was dying, he summoned his grandson, the 
present kaiser, to advise him as to the foreign 
policy. He charged him, above all else, never 
to quarrel with Russia. The friendly.rela- 
tions of that empire were, he declared, es- 
sential to the welfare of Germany, and Bis- 
marck was of the same mind, and such has 
been the fundamental policy of Germany 
until now. : 

These tradftions are now abandoned, and 
Germany has completely usurped Russia's 
réle as champion of the Slav and all other 
elements in the Balkans. 

No one can pretend that Germany’s first 
aggressive use of her great power towards 
achieving her ambition to secure the hegem- 
ony of Europe makes for peace beyond the 
moment. One sees the first move in a cam- 
paign of retaliation, which has been fore- 

shadowed many times, the kaiser would 
make against Edward's league of peace. 
Russian anger knows no bounds, but it is im- 
portant that for the time. being the rage of 
Russia is matched by the alarm of England. 

Nowhere has Germany's master &troke 
created so much uneasinessjamong all think- 
ing classes as in Great Britain. Germany 
held a pistol at Russia's head yesterday; she 
might do the same with equal success against 
England tomorrow with the present gov- 
ernment in power. 


More Dreadnoughts for England. 

But even the conglomerate elements of the 
present British rulers begin to see the writ- 
ing on the wall. There is good reason to be- 
Weve that Asquith, a few days after the 
budget is introduced following the Raster 
holidays, will announce the government’s in- 
tention to build eight Dreadnoughts forth- 
with. There are signs of awakening to a 
sense of responsibility on both sides. Even 
Balfour, whose careless, languid politics the 
last few months has exasperated friends and 
foes alike, is developing qualities of vigorous 
leadership. He has the country with him, 
beyond question. 

The popular alarm of this country today is 
not of the noisy sort. It is far more potent 
and irresistible on that account. It is safe 
te prophesy and record at the present mo- 
ment that unless the government shows 
every determination to rearm the country at

This decision was reached after an exchange 
of views between the duke of Aosta and Am- 
bassador Griscom, the latter being unable to 
give much information except that contained 
in a letter he had received from Mr. Roose- 
velt before the latter’s departure from New 
York. In this letter Mr. Roosevelt, while ex- 
pressing great pleasure at the prospepct of 
meeting the duke and duchess, said his stay 
in Naples would be short, and that he de- 
sired to remain in entire privacy. 

This is easier said than done with a south- 
ern, enthusiastic population like that of 
ancient Parthenope. They, taking it for 
granted that the decision of the ex-president 
to remain in strictest incognito was due only 
to his excess of modesty, desire to show their 
feeling of gratitude for the assistance re- 
ceived from the United States after the re- 


cent earthquake.

Memorial Home, Tribute to Poets, 
Dedicated at Rome. 


AMERICA FURNISHES FUNDS. 


Success of Project Is Largely Due to 
Initiative in U. S. 


ROME, April 3.—The Keats-Ghelley memo- 
rial house, which is situated in the Piazza 
dia Spagui in this city, the house in which 
Keats died, was dedicated today and opened 
to. the public. King Victor Emmanuel, the 
American ambassador, Lloyd C. Griscom and 
the British ambassador, Sir J. Rennell Rodd, 
were among those who officiated at the cere- 
monies. The purchase of the house was ef- 
fected two years ago by a committee com- 
posed largely of Americans, with which the 
late Edmund Clarence Stedman and Robert 
U. Johnson were associat 

The king showed great appreciation of the 
efforts of the committee, which was instru- 
mental in providing the memorial to the 
great poets, and inspected each room mi- 
nutely. He expressed warm praise for the 
initiative of the Americans who furnished 
one of the rooms, and his thanks to the oth- 
ers who had contributed toward the project. 


Rudyard Kipling Is a Guest. 

Among others present were Arthur Severn, 
son of Keats’ friend, Joseph Severn, the 
noted English portrait painter, who was de- 
voted to the poet; the Rev. H. K Dail, a rela- 
tive of Shelley; Mrs. Edward A. MacDowell, 
widow of the American composer, whose 
music was inspired by Keats; Mrs. Stone 
Benedict of Cooperstown, a descendant of

Refuse to Buy New Season’s Styles 
of French Milliners. 


BACK TO THE MODES OF 1908. 


America Likely to Be Dumping Ground 
of Unpopular Stock.

PARIS, April 3.—For once at least the de- 
cree of the Paris fashion makers has not 
been accepted with good grace or in any 
other way by elther French or American 
women of Paris, 

When the milliners began to display their 
spring wares the shops were filled with hats 
which resembled inverted waste paper 
baskets. They were not unlike the Cossack 
hats which. found favor for a time in the 
winter, but the shape was much exaggerated. 


Rejected by French Women. 

To enhance the ugliness little or no trim- 
ming was added to the bare shape of the hat. 
The smart French women looked these hats 
over and decided they would not do. The 
result was that the first spring days in Paris 
saw a revival of the enormous fiat hats 
trimmed with flowers or ostrich plumes, 
which have always been favorites here.

Sydney Brooks Writes Letter 
in Answer to Charges 
Against Government.

LONDON, March 24.—[{Editor of The-Trib- 
une. I—Several American papers recently 
published, in the form of an open letter to 
Mr. Roosevelt a manifesto signed by seven- 
teen American gentlemen denouncing, cas- 
‘tigating, and, as I shall quickly and con- 
vincingly show, libeling, British rule in India. 

Most of these gentlemen are clergymen, 
and it would be interesting te inquire how 
many of them have visited India or have 
made any particular study of its problems 
or are qualified to pass upon the stupendous 
and intricate questions of economics, states- 
manship, and social and financial policy pre- 
sented by the government of the peninsula. 
Of those who are not ministers of the gospel 
some are known to me by name as vehement 
anti-imperialists, who are just much op- 
posed to American rule in the Philippines 
as to British rule in India, and who seem 
to regard all government of griental peoples 
by the white races as an abomination. 


How Indians Rule Themselves. 

(1) “The people of India have no voice 
whatever in the management of their own 
affairs.”’ 

The brief but sufficient answer to this is 
that over 60,000,000 Indians are governed by 
native rulers under what is in many cases 
merely the modicum of British supervision; 
that the armed forces of the crown in India 
are two-thirds native and one-third British: 


that nearly 1,400,000 Indians are engaged ip 


the service of the state; that natives dispose 
of the greater part of the magisterial work, 
eit on the bench in each of the high courts, and 
exercise jurisdiction in all classes of civil 
cases, over Indians and Europeans alike; 
that natives greatly outnumber the Britisb 
on the 750 municipalities and the 1,000 rural 
boards; that Indians sit on all the legislative 
councils and are consulted as a matter of 
course by the government before any meas- 
ure is even drafted. 


_ Reforms by Lord Morley. 

(2) “Not a tax can be changed, pot a rupee 
of the people’s own money appropriated for 
any purpose, however urgent, without the 
consent of British officials. Even the new 
‘reforms’ proposed by Lord Morley will et- 
fect no essential change.“ The first state- 
ment is substantially, though not absolutely. 
correct; the second is wholly false. Lord 
Morley proposes to nominate an Indian to the 
viceroy’s executive council, which is to India 
all and more than all that the president’s 
cabinet is to the United States. He pro- 
poses to raise the membership of the vice- 
roy’s legislative council from twenty-four 
to sixty-two, of whom twenty-eight will be 
elected, thus leaving the government with 
only a small, and possibly a fluctuating offi- 
cial majority. 


Editors Given Fair Trials. 

(3) “ Today fully 100 editors are serving 
terms of from three to ten years in prison, 
many of them without trial, without having 
had opportunity to dtfend themselves, in not 
a few cases without even being informed of 
the nature of their offense. 

Every one of these statements is a separate 
falsehood. I think about seventy-two editors 
have been imprisoned for incitement to re- 
bellion and anarchism. In each case they 
have been tried, they have had every oppor- 
tunity of defending themselves, they have 
been fully informed of the nature of their of- 
The writers of the manifesto have 
fallen into the egregious-error, of confusing 
imprisonment with deportation. 


No Censorship of News. 

(4). “All telegraphic and other news from 
India is closely censored in the English in- 
terest.”’ 

There is not a word of truth in this. No 
censorship over tejegraphic or other news 
from India exists in any shape or form what- 
soever; and it often, I believe, has been a 
source of official complaint that the govern- 
ment should have no power of checking the 
stream of sensational and provocative misin- 
formation that flows from newspaper cor- 
respondents in Indian and that leads opinion 
in England into thinking the situation in the 
dependency worse than it really is. 


History Full of Magsacres. 

(8) There is no record of Indian wars so 
bad as the thirty years’ war in Germany, and 
none that compare at all in loss of life with 
the wars of Napoleon; neither does Indian 
history show anything that in anarchy and 
violence equals the reign of terror ia 
France.“ 7 

Well, the thirty years' war thrust Germany 
back 150 years in the scale of civilization, 
and was, perhaps, the most terrible calamity 
that ever fell upon a nation. Tamerlane, 
h ver, put 100,000 Hindus to the sword, 
and the Emperor Jehangir, in the palmy days 
of the mogul empire, lamented in his mem- 
oirs that, although he and his father had 
massacred “five or six hundred thousand 
human beings,“ Hindustan was still turbu- 
lent and disaffected,“ and I doubt whether 
any of Napoleon's achievements were quite 
on that scale. 


Fierceness of Religious Wars. 

(6) There has at no time been greater 
hostility between Hindus and Mohammedans 
than between Roman Catholics and Protest- 
ants in Europe.“ 

That is simply equivalent to saying that 
Hindus and Mohammedans have done noth- 
ing worse than burn one another at thestake, 
duplicate the appalling wars of religion that 


methods and practices of the Bartholomew 
massacre and the Spanish inquisition. I 
think that is probably true, and I would only 
add that if the British left India tomorrow, 
within three months the old animosities 
would be again in full swing. . 


Most Lightly Taxed Peasantræ. 

(7) “The tax on salt alone has reached 
2,000 per cent of its cost price.“ 

The cost of production at the largest 
sources of supply—the salt lakes of Rajputa- 
na—is 8 cents per eighty-two pou The 
duty is 32 cents per eighty-two pounds. 
Therefore, the duty is 400 and not 2,000 per 
cent of the cost price. Even this seems 
large. But so carefully have the costs of 
production, transportation and distribution 
been kept down that tne price of salt to the 
Indian consumer is not materially higher 
than in England, and is substantially lower 
than in France, or Italy, or the United States 


pound. 

‘While I am on this branch of the subject I 
will add that the Indian peasant, who forms 
from two-thirds to three-fourths of the popu- 
lation, pays no tobacco tax, no tea or coffee 
tax, only 3% per cent customs duty on his 
cotton nts. No peasantry in the world 
is so lightly taxed. | :

If it does then the success of that play or that composition ie assufed so far 
as he is concerned, and no amount of perfection in construction or of finish in tech- 
nical detail will make good to him the want of this emotion or imagination appeal 
nor accomplish what they do. : 

So it is with “ The Family.” The majority of people who go to see it will feel 
only the heart beat that is in the love shown by the mother for her erring daughter 
and the affection felt by that mother for every member of the little family which 
she binds to her with such tender but strong ties. The public will not stop to ques- 
tion whether the people on the stage are true to life New Englanders, The locale 
of the play does not matter. The members of the family are merely father, mother, 
gon, and daughters—the place where they reside is of no consequence, for they are 
types that exist in every city, every town, every village, and nearly every home in 
the country. | 

That there are households in which the mother. e not of the same kind as is 
Mrs. Sneed is unfortunate för the household, but it does not affect the truth or the 
power of the play.

“Cameo Kirby” is a pretty play of the romantic variety, dealing with one of

Often a manager and the au- 
thor will not grasp the strength of a part 
and will consider the strong character of the 
piece one which is of minor dramatic inter- 
est. a : 

In a production the star is the head and 
the other members of the company, as well 
as the manager, look to the star to give 
the character to the play, and a careless or. 
indifferent star can do an incalculable 
amount of damage to the play and the play- 
ers. Belasco, one of the greatest masters. 
of stagecraft the world has ever known, 
never produces a play without a star. It ig 
a well known fact that certain actors have 
so made parts their own that when they 
retired from the cast the box office receipts 
fell off, and that is a most accurate way 
to test the wish, or, I may say, the appre- 
clation of the public. ‘Trilby’ was never 
a success without Lackaye in his part of 
Svengali, and when he would play the re- 
ceipts would be almost double.

After reading plays for two years I am 
convinced that there are many unknown 
playwrights in America who should and will 
remain unknown. 

Frequently it is charged against managers 
that they prefer to produce plays by such 
men as Thomas, Fitch, Ade, Pinero, and 
other authors of established reputation and 
that this preference works hardships on the 
embryonic genius trying to sell his play. 
It is simple enough to puncture this argu- 
ment by demanding the names of the gentile- 
men who discovered Thomas, Fitch, Ade, 
Pinero, and others of their ilk, Were they 
not at one time unknown? Amd were they 
not discovered? For the sake of argument, 
however, let us suppoge that these well 
known and well proved authors were estab- 
lished, immovable, and eternal institutions;

The author, Miss Edith 
Ellis, was unknown to any one in the Savage 
office, and her play passed through the usual 
channels. It was read and reported favor- 
ably. After reading it twice Mr. Savage 
sent for the author and signed contracts for 
its production. As a result of its success 
— Ellis has arranged to supply plays 
within the next two years to two other lead- 
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ern's most successful romantic comedies. 
When Charles Rann Kennedy’s* drama, 
The Servant in the House,“ was brought 
to this country by Walter Hampden, who 
afterwards created the role of Manson, the 
first manager selected by him for an audi- 
ence was Henry Miller. He read the play 
to Mr. Miller while the latter reclined in a 
hammock at his summer home, with his eyes

John Luther, Long’s “Madam Butterfly 
was rescued from a pile of rejected manu- 
scripts by David Belasco. A play reader 
could see no merit in it, but Belasco hap- 
pened along and discovered the story. After 
a careful reading he accepted the manu- 
acript at once, with the proviso that he be 
permitted to make a few changes and in- 
sert two dramatic situations that suggested 
themselves to the experienced producer. 

The playlet, with Blanche Bates in the 
title role, was a success and afterwards won 
even greater fame as the libretto for“ Puc- 
cini’s opera which Henry W. Savage pre- 
gented for two years and which is now flour- 
ishing in the form of a less pretentious and 
expensive production under a new manage- 
ment.

„The Family,“ now in Chicago, is another 
play that was accepted within twenty-four 
hours after its reading. It is the author's 
first stage stbry and furnishes a character- 
istic instance of Henry Miller's swift de- 
cisions.

The reasons for the ability of the Yiddish 
theater to accomplish this almost impossible 
task of presenting a new play every even- 
ing are many. The scenery on the Yiddish 
stage is not nearly as elaborate as it is on 
its English contemporary, and the public 
is more indulgent. The falling of a cur- 
tain, the turning out of the light is sufficient 
to indicate or rather suggest a change of time 
and place. 

The foremost reason, however, is the hard 
work of the Yiddish actor. Wine suppers, 
flowers, and admiration on all sides may be 
the fate of the American atcress, but hard 
work, constant and persistent toil is the lot 
of the actress on the Yiddish stage. The 
Yiddish actress must be expert in at least a 
dozen plays if she is to make a living at 
her. profession. She must be ready to sing 
the gayest of songs one evening in a comedy 
and rave, tear her hair while acting the 
part of the maddened Leah the next nicht. 

She must know life, too. She must under- 

stand the sweatshop girl, her dreams and 
desires whenever she is able to dream. She 
must know the languid, tired feeling which 
cre over her body at night when s 
nes down to rest and the dull and Kü 
hopelessness which weighs upon her brain. 
She must know the psychology of the woman 
who clings to the faith of her fathers, who 
clings to the traditions which she inherited 
from her grandmother, and she must under- 
stand the workings of the brain of the girl 
nihilist, who has lost her faith in God and in 
kings.

It has been said that Wilton Lackaye has 
always been known as a storm center around 
which one may always expect a flurry of 
witty words and remarks. In Lackaye's 
pook this has been used as an intgoduction to 
the anecdotes in Which he figures. Here are 
a number of the stories: 

The man who played Svengali needs no 
makeup to appear terrifying. Lackaye. as 
everybody knows, is built along heroic lines. 
One day last summer a peddler was pester- 
ing Mrs. Lackaye in his effort to sell some 
goods. Finally the lady felt constrained to 
call her husband in order to get rid of the 
man. and Lackaye arrived on the scene wear- 
ing his most ferocious demeanor, “ Did you 
wish to see me?“ he bellowed. ‘“ Vell, if I 
did I got my vish,”’ said the peddler, gather- 
ing up his belongings préparatory to making 
u hasty departure. 

When Wilton Jr. was a bit younger it fell 
to his lot to receive an eminent visitor in the 
absence of any other member of the family.

Start Upwards Due 
to Dramatic Critic. 


Olga Nethersole got her first chance as an 
understudy and her first boost through a 
dramatic critic. She went on the stage in 
England in spite of parental objection. ‘I 
became a member of a traveling company,” 
she says, playing répertoire. One of the 
pieces had no part in it for me, but on the 
day that it was produced at Brighton one of 
the women in the cast was taken suddenly 
ill.

~ mary kind. Far from it. He is usually a mu- 

- gleal student or a college man who does not 

* possess enough cash to hear the operas at 

the regulation prices, but is willing to sac- 

rifice something to hear the great singers 
for nothing. Grand opera supes are 
never paid and sometimes an enterprising 
stage manager will make them pay a bit for 
the privilege and they are glad of the chance 
to do it. 

The supe does not sing. Hels employed 
to fill in spaces and look as pretty as possible 
in the misfit clothes into which Re Is either 
dropped or tied. The fat and lazy appearing 
foreign chorus will tend to all the singing 
that cannot possibly be done by the jealous 
principals. The most violent exercise the 
“supe can indulge in is. thinking of his 
appearance. 

When the opera répertoire is announced the 
experienced supe will look it over and 
figure out the number of operas on the list 
that will need his services. The inexperi- 
enced will pick out the operas he wishes to 
hear without knowing that several of these 

lll be of the class that does not need the 
services of extras. The experienced one 
knows just, what operas need him and makes 
his plans accordingly, while the first timer 
will journey down to the gloomy stage door 
and have the Cerberus tell him that no extras 
are needed for this performance. Next sea- 
son he will Know better. 

The old reliables in the lexicon of the 

'“supe’’ are Faust.“ Carmen,“ I} Trov- 
Store Lohengrin,“ Tannhäuser.“ Don 
Giovanni and Mignon.“ As far as can be 
ascertained, no living supe has heard any

Winner Sprints in Rewsarkebis Forge 
30,000 Witness Great Ras.

New York, April 8.—Henri St. Yves of 
France won the great international Marathon 
Derby. for professional runners at the Na- 
tional league baseball park here today. Do- 
rando Pietri of Italy was second, John J. 
Hayes of New York third, and Matthew 
Maloney of Yonkers, N. T., fourth. 

Tom Longboat, the Canadian Indian, quit 
the track in the twentieth mile and Alfred 
Shrubb of England gave up in the twenty- 
fifth mile. Boch were completely exhausted 
in trying to keep the terrific pace set by the 
Frenchman. Shrubb madea game struggle 
from the twentieth to the twenty-fifth mile; 
but the pace was too fast and the distanee too 
far for him. 

St. Yves, the almost unknown, who figured 


the Marathon distance, 26 miles 385 yards, in 
2 hours 40 minutes 50% seconds, a remarkable 
performance under the conditions, and 
ished with a fast sprint in good condition. 
Dorando was 4 minutes 47% seconds behind 
the Frenchman, while Hayes followed the 
Italian across the finish line 3 minutes and 
50 seconds later. No time was taken on 
Maloney, the fourth man. 

St. Yves took $5,000 of the prize money, 
Dorando $2,500, Hayes $1,500, and Maloney 
$1,000. Shrubb and Longboat go unreward- 
ed for their efforts. i 


Dorando Leads at Stark 

At ten minutes after 3 o’clock the men 
were sent away with a pistol shot by Big 
Tim” Sullivan. Dorando at once feaped into 
the lead at a rapid rate, closely followed by 
St. Yyes, Shrubb, and Longboat. Maloney 
and Hayes fell behind several yards and took 
up a steady trot. In this order they ran for 
five laps, Hayes dropping behind. Then St. 
Yves passed Dorando and began a sprint 
that brought the crowd to its feet. He gained 
sixty yards and finished. the first mile in 
5 minutes 14 seconds. There were many 
Frenchmen present and the band stirred 
their enthusiasm. with che Marseillaise 

Shrubb increased his pace in the second 
mile, opening up a few yards between him- 
self and Dorando. The Italian sprinted and 
overook him, however, and the Englishman 
fell back into third place. Longboat was 
pegging along easily behind Shrubb, while 
Maloney ran at an even pace, half a lap in 
the rear; Hayes was losing ground, St. Yves 
covered the two miles in 10 minutes 44 00 


onds 
snrubb Changes His Tactics. 

There was little change in the third mile 
and the crowd watched Shrubb’s tactics with 
interest He seemed to be trying to worry 
Dorando by sprinting for a few yards, then 
falling behind the Italian, or running at his 
elbow and talking to him. He did not follow 
his custom in previous races of taking the 
lead and gaining as many laps as possibile. 
He played a waiting game and most of the 
crowd picked him to win. St. Yves gained 
another lap on Hayes in the fourth mile, but 
the little American only smiled and plugged 
away at the same even pace. 

In the fifth mile there was a.touch of the 
excitement the crowd had waited for. 


flying Frenchman so far ahead, set out to 
catch him. He passed Dorando and soon cut 
St. Yves’ lead to fifty yards, finally coming 
on even terms with him in the sixth mile. 
St. Yves looked uneasy and sprinted desper- 
ately, soon leaving Shrubb far behind. 
Shrubb laughed and aliowed him to go, drop- 
ping back with Dorando and Longboat. 

The Italian then started out to catch the 
Frenchman, cutting his lead to thirty-five 
yards at the end of the sixth mile, the time 
for whith was 33 minutes 511-5 seconds, 
Longboat’ seemed to have difficulty holding 
the pace in the seventh mile. 


Shrubb in Sensational Sprint. 

The ninth mile brought Longboat to the 
front of the pack that followed St. Yves, 
There was an immediate response from the 
Canadian contingent as the lanky Indian 
joped ahead of Shrubb and Dorando. He 
had drawn up to within fifty yards of St, 
Yves in the tenth mile when Shrubb started 
a sprint that soon brought him on even terms 
with the Frenchman. He passed St. Yves 


seconds. 

Shrubb and St. Yves gained two-thirds of 
a lap on Dorando and Longboat in the 
eleventh, the Englishman's intention evi 
dently being to run the Frenchman off his 
feet. The two passed Dorando and Long: 
boat for the first gain of a lap on them in 
the thirteenth mile. The fourteenth mile 
saw some jockeying. The crowd could not 
quite figure out whether the Frenchman 
was trying to worry Shrubb or was im- 
patient because running second. He would 
sprint wildly for a time, gain the lead, and 
then drop back to second place. 

Hayes was a full mile behind the, leaders 
at the beginning of the fifteenth mile, but 
was showing signs of waking up. Shrubb took 
nourishment and slowed up a bit, while St. 
Yves kept right on, his stride being quite 
as quick and even as at the start. Dorando 
gained some of his lost ground in the six: 
teenth mile and the thousancs of Italians 
on the bleachers went wild as he passed 
Hayes again. In the seventeenth mile St. 
Yves carried Shrubb along in a furious 
sprint, while Longboat suddenly stopped in 
front of his training stand and was rubbed 
vigorously by his trainers. After three or 
four minutes he resumed, wat he was plainly 
leg weary. 

St. Yves Sets Record. 

St. Yves suddenly started at a speedy clip 
in the eighteenth mile, which brought him 
half a lap ahead of Shrubb in less than a mile. 
This was the first indication of Shrubb's 
weakening and he appeared to be using his 
utmost strength to prevent the Frenchman 
gaining a lap. Longboat about this time 
dropped out of the race. 

St. Yves gained the coveted distance on 
Shrubb in the twentieth mile, and there was 


again honored the leader by playing the 
French national anthem.

RE you in season with your dress? Do 
you buy your winter coat in accord- 
ance with the dictates of the weather 
and the fashion? Do you buy your 
straw hat when common sense or your 


net door neighbor or the newspaper tells 


you that the season of the straw hat is here? 

If you do, if you dress according to the dic- 
tates of the season and not according to the 
.dictates of your pocket book, you are the sub- 
ject of envy on the part of thousands of 
poor men and women. Thousands of 


‘men, women, and children of the other 


half of the city's population never know 
the pleasure of buying a suit or coat just 
when they need them. Instead of getting 
their winter coat in October or in the first 
part of November, they get it after New 
Year's. Instead of getting their spring suit 
in May they get it in the middle of August. 


They wear their summer suit until far into 


the winter and freeze. Their winter suit, on 
the other hand, they wear until the middle 
of the summer, until they suffocate. In many

“Cannot Afford” Reason Applies. * 


The n for this irregular buying ot 
clothes is the same which accounts for many 
other irregularities in the life of the people 
of the other half. It is the cannot afford 
reason. To buy a winter suit at the opening 
of the winter season takes about twice as 
much as it does to buy the same suit after 
two-thirds of the winter has passed. Like- 
wise the summer suit and straw hat can be 
got 40 per cent cheaper about the middle of 
August than one has to pay in May or June. 

The inconveniences which such a mode 
of after season buying entails in addition to 
the physical hardships and dangers are, 


1 1 many. Frequently people who don't get their 


winter suit or coat until February, their sum- 
‘mer suit and straw hat until August, have 


-. to defer many engagements and must deny 


themselves many pleasures in which they 
could participate if they had the proper, or 


rather necessary, suit or coat. 


Many an evening is spent quarreling over 
this inability to go out on account of dress. 
The husband blames the bad management of 
his wife for his not having a proper garment 
for the occasion. The wife blames her hus- 
band, and the children, especially if they 
are working, blame their parenta for taking 
away all their money and not giving them 
a chance to dress properly and to enjoy life 
as others do. 


Poverty Only to Blame. 
Each of them knows in his or her heart of 


. hearts that no one is to blame for their con- 


dition except poverty, that their father, 
ther, and every other member of the fam- 
is doing his or her best. But they will 
on quarreling and accusing each other 

all the same, for there is some pleasure in 

this quarréling and laying the biame upon 

one. 

“Nine-tenths of the money we spend on 


week laboring man, “is spent out of sea- 
son. xcept for shoes and a few minor 
things, we never buy any garment when we 
need: it but when we can get it to suit our 
pocketbook. Many a time it is hard to go 
until the middle of January without an over- 
coat. But we wait nevertheless. For the 
coat that we have to pay $10 for in season 
re can get for $6.50 two weeks after the rush 
period is over. And the 68.80 which we save 
on the coat goes a long way towards mak- 
ing some other member of the family more 
comfortable.” , 

Such a method of out of season buying 
would not be half as hard on the families 
who are too poor to buy their clothing when 
they need it if the goods they bought were 
ef good quality. : A good winter suit bought 
about the middle of January would generally 
do well for the winter of the following year. 
The same is true of a summer suit. 
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Winter Finds Suit Worn Out. 

But the kinds of suits that the people of the 
other half buy are generally made of shoddy 
goods and cheap material. Added to this the 
constant and heavy wear which the sult gets 
for the next six months, and by the time

The foreman in the shop does not care how 
they are dressed. The girls with whom they 


work are likewise driven there by necessity. . 


Sanday Shows Their Wants. 

On a Sunday, however, they feel the lack 
of proper garments. They feel their back- 
wardness, and many a sad hour is spent in 
trying to make the old coat, the old hat, and 
the wornout skirt do for that day or this 
occasion. 

When they buy clothes after the season 
they are also worse off than the man who 
buys his winter suit after the winter is nearly 
gone. His suit will not be as warm and nice 
during the fall and first few months of the 
following winter. But he will Nave no fash- 
fons to contend: with. The girl has. And 
when she spends $10 on a winter coat about 
the end of January and is overjoyed with her 
pargain she is at the same time wondering 
whether this same coat may not be out of 
fashion the following year. Not infrequently 
her vague fears are more than justified.

„How to eat and avoid the rush ” 
has become har@er and harder of solution 
in the last few years. Today in the popular 
luncheon places downtown) a strict avoid- 
ance of the crowds compels the person intent 
upon feeding either to eat before his 7 o'clock 
breakfast is well settled or, at the other 
extreme, wait till he is half famished in 
the middle of the afternoon. 


For the quick lunch rush begins sharp at 
11:30 in the forenoon, and)rush conditions 
are counted upon by the\house managers 
until 2 o'clock at least. 


Ten years; ago the person wanting elbow 
room at the lunch counter could count upon 
it if he were in place at a quarter to 12 
o’clock or if he waited until a quarter after 
lo’clock. Almost universally downtown the 
employé of store, shop, or office counted upon 
getting his midday meal between 12 and 1 
o'clock. This was the Chicago noon hour,“ 
literally. Figuratively this “‘ noon hour 
now is two and one-half hours long, with 
promise of getting longer. 

In the opinion of a downtown manager of 
a luncheon place the condition comes about 


from the increasing of the downtown popu- 
lation out of proportion to the large, airy 
quick lunch places, e of these places are 
tremendously large as compared to their pro- 
totypes of ten years ago, but evidently they 
are not large enough. It is remarked, too, 
that a large proportion of the new eating 
places downtown are restaurants of the bet- 
ter class, where stiff prices are charged—too 
much to allow of the average downtown em- 
ployé eating there. 

In the larger stores and establishments, 
where several hundred or several thousand 
persons are employed, the custom has grown 
to allow of a first “ luncheon "shift at 11:30 
o'clock, another at 12, at 12:80, and at 1 
o'clock, respectively. In the immediate 
neighborhood of one or two of these large 
establishments even a large luncheon place

The average housework girl of today gets 
from $5 to §8 a week, including room, board, 
and laundry. Then their clothing does not 
run up to high, and at the end of h week 
saves up more than at the end of a month 
working downtown. Of course, their free- 
dom is limited, but so much the better for 
their health. 

The girl who has a home and parents will 
make ends meet. But the one who is left 
on her own resources, with perhaps an aim 
in life, can only succeed and lay money aside 
for a brown stone front (unless she hap- 
pens to be the lucky one earning $15 or $20 
a week) by doing housework, and should be 
proud of doing it. 

Had 1 kept on working at the rate of $12 
per week downtown I could not “have ac- 
cumulated the money I now earn and save 
doing housework nor have bought a bome, a 
two story flat with good tenants to help pay 


“for it. Within two or three years I will be 


out of debt and will then move into my fiat, 
where I can be my own “‘ boss,” with a light 
occupation, under my ewn roof. 

This undertaking on my behalf urged me 
on with greater vigor, and I took more pleas- 
ure and interest in my work, for I knew 
what I. was working for. 

I'm not trying to disceurage the girl who 
works downtown, but just stating what I 
gained through housework. It is through 
experience in different branches that I 
gained my aim and point. 

If for no other reasons, learn how to do 
housework and how to cook even if you may 
not have to do it later on, but there is a whole 
lot in knowing ho While you may be more 
interested in books, music, sewing, and en- 
tertaining, yet housework is one great, im- 
portant problem to achieve after all.

Exclusive Models Made of Hemp. 

Many of the handsomest flower hats are 
in the poke and sun bonnet shapes. The 
more modest looking ones have a bunch of 
pansies or lilacs, while the most elaborate 
are splendid gardens of beauty. 

The most exclusive models are made of 
hemp colored wistaria, taupe, myrtle green, 
and with other new colors. The fronts are 
heavily laden with pansies of different hues, 
and lilacs or a spray of each combined hap- 
pily. 

A Marie Loulse model, which is both daring 
and costly, is found of tulle lined with gold 
cloth and made on a wire shaped frame. The 
shirred tulle is trimmed with narrow strips 
of valenciennes lace, while from the back 
rise nine sweeping plumes caught by narrow 
velvet streamers.

Scissors in the Kitchen. 

No woman will believe until she tries for 
herself how great a labor saver a pair of 
Scissors may prove in the kitchen. Espe- 
clally in preparing salads should they ap- 
peal to the housekeeper looking for labor 
saving schemes. Dicing apples and celery 
is a matter of only a moment when done in 
this way and the easiest way to dice pep- 
pers is to eut off several slivers the whole 
length of the pepper. Hold these firmly and 
with the scissors slip through the entire 
bunch. Several stalks of asparagus may 
be clipped through in the same way. 

For hollowing out a tomato previous to 
stuffing, a pair of scissors enables a person 
to remove ali the pulp without breaking 
through the skin. They are equally. use- 
ful for fruit salads, as the fine skin which 
separates the sections of grape fruit and 
Oranges is easily clipped off. 

Scissors are not only brought into use for 
fruits and vegetables, but cold boiled 
chicken, and lobster are easily cut into 
pieces. Chicken joints and lobster shells are 
no obstacles when scissors are used. 

Slices of cold ham and tongue are im- 
proved in appearance if before sending to 
the table they are trimmed into shape with 
the scissors. 

Doing such work with a pair of scissors Is 
not only much quicker and easier but the 
saving of one’s hands is also important.

After 
settling. pour off the clear portion, and add 
two drams of orange flower water and stir 
briskly until it concretes. After exposure 
to the sun wipe your face off with the cream, 
using a bit of old linen or flannel. Repeat 
the operation if necdssary two or three times 
daily. .

Shampoo for Brown Hair. 

JOSEPHINE: “I have nice dark brown 
hair, and I would like to know what shampoo 
is best to use on it. Doyou acvise dry sham- 
poos?

The Countess of Warwick 


Is the founder of the now famous Studley 
Horticultural college in England, which is 
pictured as a veritable international alliance 
for the promotion of healthy country pur- 
sults. Thecurrent year opened with between 
thirty and forty energetic, earnest young 
wemen students, among them two young 
American girls from Boston, eager with 
plans to learn landscape gardening and re- 
turn to make America beautiful; a ‘sly little 
Japanesé maiden, with a remarkable com- 
bination kimono shirt waist and short walk- 
ing skirt, a stout, ruddy faced. Swiss, a Rus- 
sian lass, and others from Norway, Ger- 
‘many, Poland, Scotland, Ireland, besides 
many from England. | 

In the garden the students are to be seen 
bedding out violets, slipping heliotropes, 
trimming hedges and borders, weeding, 
planting, potting, budding, grafting. 
pruning. They are given all the 
practical phases of gardening, together 
with the theoretical principles on which 
the science of agriculture is based. Men 
at the heade of their several lines de- 
liver lectures which often are followed by 
practical work, such as the pruning and 
training of trees and shrubs, the gathering 
and preparation of vegetables and fruits for 
the market.

One young woman who took a year’s work 
is now a successful violet grower; another 
has a garden colony and is a prosperous mar- 
ket gardener. Many are undergardeners on 
large estates, where there is much of the 
lighter work for which woman is fitted and to 
which her nature gladly responds. Others 
have taken to teaching in the county councils 
which cerrespond to our farmers’ institutes. 
Many take the training merely as a help in 
their own house gardens, which form a prom- 
ment feature in English life, whether on a 
magnificent ‘estate or simply a little thirty 
foot plot in the rear of a modest dwelling. 

When establishing the school, Lady War- 
wick felt that the increasing pressure of the 
female population in every channel of em: 
ployment was, of all problems that which 
presented the greatest difficulties. Only sec- 
ond to this in urgency for the English wat the 
continuous catestrophe of agricultural de- 
pression. She believed that were it by any 
means possible to discover profitable em- 
ployment upon the land for large numbers 
of women such a project as her school might 
take rank among the supreme triumphs of 
social science. The hostel was opened in 1808 
with twelve students and met with instant 
success. 

Studley castle, where the school is now sit- 
uated, comprises a beautiful park of 350 
handsome acres, lovely terraces, pleasure 
garderis. apinetum, rose garden, charm- 
ing little lake, and many fine old trees and 
shrubs about the pasties. 


Mrs. Ashworth Hallett— 


Is one of the old gang,” as they call 
themselves, of early workers for the enfran- 
chisement of English women. Her mother, 
Sophia Bright, belonged to the Society of 
Friends which will ever be 
as Jooking upon men and women as equal 
in the sight ef God, and accepting women 
ministers equally with men. These women 
went on foreign missions as well as home 
and. this in days when traveling had to be 
done on horseback and in sailing vessels. 

Little wonder, therefore, that many of 
the pioneer suffragists were Quakers. Mrs. 
Hallett is one of the few living women who 
signed the petition presented to parliament 
by John Stuart Mill in 1866 praying for 
the removal of the ‘parliamentary disabili- 
ties of women. Her first work was collect- 
ing signatures to that petition and she well 
remembers the eagerness of one woman who 
had been turned off her farm because she 
had no vote. Before the redistribution of 
seats it was difficult for women to get houses 
in the small boroughs where every vote was 
qf value. And it was considered a matter 
of course that women should be turned off 
of a farm or out of home, 

A suffrage society was formed in 1868 with 
Prof. Francis Newman, brother of Car- 
dinal Newman, as secretary. Mrs. Hallett 
became a member of the committee a year 
later and has been a member ever since.

Bring the roots of your old chrysanthe- 
mums from the cellar and start them inte 
growth. This will begin almost immediately 
after light and water aregiven. As soon as 
sprouts appear above the old stalks, or any- 
where on the surface of the soil, select the 
strongest ones for preservation, and pinch off 
the others, of which there will soon be a 
great many. Do this to throw all the strength’ 
of the roots into the sprouts that ere ieft. : 
When they have grown to be about three 
inches tall cut them away from the old plant 
in such a manenr as to leave a piece of the 
root attached to each. Put the young plants 
into pots of small size, giving them rich earth, 

In growing these plants a good deal de- 
pends upon the start they get. If theyiare. 
encouraged to make a growth from 
the beginning, and this is kept up all sum- 
mer, there will be ine large plants in fall.

Stand bys for the Garden. | 
Among the standbys for the summer gar- 

den are: Asters, baisams, phioxes, sweet 
peas, verbenas, poppies, pansies, eschscholt- 
zias, petunias, candy tufts, mignonette, nas- 
turtiums, golden glows, daisies, and the cos- 
mos. All these can be depended upon every 
time they are given good soil to grow in and 
the weeds kept away from them. Most of 
them come in bloom early in the season and 
preduce flowers well up to frost time if pre- 
vented from ripening seeds. Of course this 
Hat does not include all the desirable kinds, 
but it does include a number of the best an- 
nuals. It is not wise to attempt to start any 
of these plants in the house. Theconditions 
which prevail are usually unfavorable to a 
healthy growth. Instead of gaining time by 
planting flowers in the house it is usually 
host.

A mother or nurse should never tryst to her 
hand to test the ra ture of the Water for 
the bath, because Our hands accommodate 
themselves too readily to degrees of heat and 
cold. The bared elbow dipped into the water 
is much more sensitive, but it is far better 
to use a bath thermometer, which will re- 
lieve some of the mother’s dire responsibili 
This should be moved back and forth in t 
water for a few minutes, and the noted 
when the bulb is still in it. The nurse usually 
gives the first bath with the water at a 
temperature of 100° F., and the temperature 
of the succeeding ones is lowered gradually 
until at the age of six months the water 
may be at 90° to 9° F. for winter and 
85° to 90° F. for summer.

soft flannel, is now ready to put the pink 
little person into the tub, the bottom of which 
she hasn't forgotten to cover with an old 
blanket so that the tender flesh may not rest 
on the hard surface.

Method Leaves Right Hand Free. 


By supporting the head and back with her 
left arm and wrist and grasping its left 
shoulder with the hand the mother may let 
the baby’s entire body, except the head; be 
submerged. Her right hand is free to bathe 
the little body thoroughly, which should be 
done with a soft flannel wash cloth or one 
of cotton stockinet. 

The baby may be kept in the water when 
young only one or two minutes, but a little 
later on the bath may last for five minutes. 
Some mothers prefer to soap the infant 
thoroughly before putting it in the tub. A 
sponge is better to remove the soap suds 
than a cloth, since the water can be squeezed 
from it in a distinct stream, but only the 
finest grade should be used, which has none 
of the flinty particles to be found in cheaper 
sponges that are so irritating to the skin. 

After every particle of soap has been re- 
moved from soft fold and hollow, the mother, 


dy supporting the legs and lower part of the 


trunk with her right hand, lifts the baby 
out on to her flannel apron, covering him 
up well; and then letting him lie first on his 
back and then on his stomach, she pats him 
dry with the softest towels, finishing with 
a gentle massage with her hands to stimu- 
late the circulation, and finally dusting a 
pure powder over him, especially in the 
creases of the delicate skin. 

Great care should be exercised in washing 
the eyes and mouth ofa baby. It is best to 
use fresh absorbent cotton for washing the 
eyes when the child is young, and because 
babies are m disposed to various forms of 
inflammation of the mouth especial attention 
should be given to, that part of the toliet. 
Even a mother is liable to forget the ex- 
treme delicacy of a baby’s mouth and try 
to force a large finger into the tiny pink 
buttonhole. 

The best way is to wrap a little absorbent 
cotton about the little finger or around a 
smooth stick (a toothpick will do), being care- 
ful to have the cotton project decidedly be- 
yond the end, and with this moistened in 
boiled lukewarm water the washing can be 
done satisfactorily.

A decided attempt is being made by sev- 
eral of the leading tailors to indicate the 
natural waist line in coats of a shapely 
sacque order, which otherwise tend to an ex- 
treme straightness of outline. The reason 
is that many women have grown tired of the 
shortengd waist line in any coat, which gives 
to many people such an unsightly roundness 
at the shoulders. A perfectly straight, slen- 
der figure can stand the shortened waist 
line, but any one showing a tendency to em- 
bonpojnt should avoid what will surely prove 
to be, to them, a most unbecoming feature. 

These more reasonable models will find the 
appreciation due to them, as will aiso the 
feeling for keeping the general aspect back 
and front as flat as possible, an appear- 
ance that is secured at the back by a wide 
center piece unbroken by any seam. With 
such styles deep slits at the sides have a 
reason for being, and previde some excuse 
for the introduction of buttons and braids, 
this trimming berieath the arms striking an 
original note, and one that assuredly will 
be popular. In fact, several examples have 
been noticed when the whole of a fine sou- 
tache embroidery was put up the sides ofa 
coat ahd carried right up to the armhole. 

Tailored suits of roseate hued cloth prom- 
ise a certain popularity. There are several 
shades, ranging from a deep carnation to 
quite a pale malmaison, but over all there 
is a curious bloom or grayish tinge, which 
materially tempers any gaudy tendency. 
On these. costumes the. touch of black satin 
is almost invariable, in the shape of clus- 


“ters of buttons or, what is decidedly the 


newest adjunct of all, great black wool cro- 
chet motifs. 

Women whose means limit them to one or, 
at the outside, two new suits a year would 
be more than foolish to buy anything as 
striking as a suit made of the above shade 
assuredly would be; wearing such a pro- 
nounced color for any length of time and 
more or less constantly would become most 
tiresome. It is always Bafe for people of 
limited means to choose the more inconspicu- 
ous colors and styles of making. 

There are many lovely colors and mate- 


rials on the market for tailor made suits; 


cheviots and serges in wide wales, as well 
as narrow, homespun, broadcloths, and the 
many fancy weaves. All are remarkable 
for the softness and pliability of finish, some 
of the serges being so soft in finish that a 
width of it can be crushed in the hand al- 
most as easily as chiffon.” The standard 


Shades of blue are, and doubtless always 


will be, in thoroughly good style; grays are 
to come in for a share of popularity, while 
among some of the newer shades are ca- 
tawba, mole gray, pine green, mulberry, 
taupe, and mauve, as well as the brightest 
shades on the red or ruddy order. Anew 
touch is given all colors this spring; as they 
all look as if they had been grayed over, or 
were dusty, in that way successfully toning 
do the most brilliant colors. 

Buttons are still to be used in unusually 
large quantities, made in all sizes, and of 
all kinds of materials, decorating panels of 
gowns, suits, and sleeves, as well as the 
fronts and backs of skirts, blouses, and 
suits. 

Braiding, and much of it, is still to be popu- 
lar, and satin bands will be a good deal used.

While they in a way may not be as smart 
as the plain ones, they are so becoming and 
comfortable that people will not give them 
up entirely. Skirts are side plaited, box 
plaited, and some of the gored models have 
fan plaits let in at some or all of the seams. 

Most of the new suits, instead of having a 
skirt and coat, have a princess dress with a 
‘long or short coat besidés, and nearly all the 
“modish ’’ garments are on the order of 
the directoire, that is, they are rather hip- 
less; but these dresses are so perfectly cut 
how that they seem a vast improvement 


2 over the style as it first appeared. While 


the fitting at the waist and hips is really 
loose, the lines of the figure are so perfectly 
followed that the effect is graceful and be- 


ance, the curass effect above, emphasized by 
a line of silk braid in tone, affording breadth 
to the shoulders. Just the right finishing 
touch was given by a small round guimpe of 
a small dotted black net, mounted over flesh 
tinted chiffon, the high collar band outlined 
by a black tulle ruffle, the latter being re- 
peated ‘on the cuffs of the close fitting sleeves. 

Four most attractive new models are 
shown, any one of which would prove a 
serviceable and sensible investment. In 
every instance there is the one piece or prin- 
cess dress, with the coat to match. 

The first is in one of the new gray shades, 
in a shadow striped serge. The front panel 
of the skirt extends to the yoke in the waist, 
and the skirt and waist, excepting for this, 
are cut and made separately and joined 
under the outside belt, but the effect is that 
of a one piece gown. The skirt is cut from 
a four gored model and is untrimmed, ex- 
cepting for the satin covered buttons on the 
front plait. The blouse is simply made with 
shoulder plaits, and the cut out portion at 
the neck has a stitched band of the serge 
as a finish. 

The coat is as simple in design as possible, 
having a seam from the middle of each 
shoulder, both in the front and the back, 
and no middle back seam.. Two large pock- 
ets are set on the outside, bound around the 
edges with satin in a darker shade of gray, 
and trimmed, is the rest of the coat, with 
silk braid loops and satin covered buttons. 
There is a high turnover collar, which 
fastens with satin ties. 

* * 


The second model is in a dull gray blue 
broadcloth, the dress part being similar to 
the other one, but the cut of the coat in the 
front is quite different. It is single breasted, 
fastening with large satin covered buttons, 
and has two large, fancy shaped pockets, 
trimmed with satin covered buttons and 
simulated button holes, made of pipings of 
satin. The.trimmings are all the same shade 
exactly as the broadcloth. 

The third is a trifle more dressy in design, 
and this one is made of a satin striped pru- 
nella cloth in a dull green. The skirt is a 
three piece circular model, with a front gore 
which flares quite decidedly at the bottom, 
and a unique feature is given in the front 
edges of the side gores, which lap over the 
front, almost meeting in points, about half- 
way down the length of the skirt. The simple 
little coat is single breasted and cuts away 
towards the bottom, with decidedly round- 
ing corners. A pretty feature is the turn- 
over collar in two parts, made of satin and 
embroidered in shades of green and green 
soutache brafd—this last also trimmed the 
edges of e coat. The cuffs matched the 
collar in design as nearly as poseible. 

Anether suit which is extremely good look - 
ing, was made of a dull red serge, but would 
look equally well copied in any other becom- 


ing color; it had the skirt and upper part cut 


in one, on the order of a princess, there be- 
ing a front panel which extended to the yoke 
line, while the rest was plain and tight fit- 
ting. The sleeves were made in three tiers, 
there being apparently a tight fitting 
sleeve of lace, matching the yoke, this lace 
extending two-thirds the entire sleeve 
length, while over it at the top was a small. 
tight fitting sleeve of the serge, which meas- 
ured seven inches in length and was left 
quite loose at the bottom and finished with 
a hand hem. Meeting the lace at the lower 
edge was a band of the serge, both edges of 
which were bound with black satin. 

The coat, as can be seen, was trimmed 
with bands of black satin and small designs 
in soutache braiding. With one of the stand- 
ard coat shapes a clever woman should be 
able to reproduce the style coat shown. She 
will, if wise, practice with some old cotton 
cloth until she has satisfactorily copied the 
lines, and the same ideas are ed out in 
the back, excepting. of course, that the coat 
comes to the neck line. 

* * 

Lace is used to such an extent today in 
women's clothes—dresses, coats, suits, and 
separate blouses—that the question of wash- 
ing or cleaning it at home becomes one of 
considerable importance, not only for econ- 
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tory, and many kinds of lace if treated care- 
fully will come out looking about as good 
as new, even after many washings. 

In the first place, every inch of lace should 
be examined carefully and all necessary re- 
pairs made. Then for the washing make a 
lather by shredding some good white soap 
into boiling water, and when this is some- 
what cooled dip the lace or garment in, moy- 
ing it up and down, pressing with the hands, 
and half squeezing it until all the dirt is re- 
moved, Be careful to avoid any semblance 
of rubbing, wringing, or even actual squeez- 
ing, for the delicate threads in the lace 
snap unexpectedly, and destruction lurks in 
even a suspicion of rough handling. Rinse 
carefully in several] tepid waters, and if the 
lace is to be deepened in shade put the tint- 
ing material into the last water, to which 
also should be added any stiffening that is 
to be used other than starch. 

Tea or coffee can be used for tinting, but 
should be well strained through a piece of 
fine cheese cloth first. Effective tones can 
be obtained by using a few crystals of the 
permanganate of potash. These dissolved 
in water will give pinkish tints, which soon 
change, however, on exposure of the lace to

the air to cream or brownish tones, and 
when the required depth of tone has been 
found the solution can be kept for further 
use. Experiment first with en old piece of 


.muslin, so as to be sure to get the desired 


shade. 

It is a great mistake to make lace stiff, 
and ironing while quite damp usually makes 
it about right. A small quantity of gum. 
arabic is sometimes used for stiffening, but 
if starch is used put the garment through a 
stiff, hot starch, then rinse immediately by 
dipping up and down two or three times in 
a bowl of cold water, which helps to pre- 
Serve the clearness of the lace, especially 
if it has a net foundation. 

The starch may be prepared in the ordi- 
nary way, and then strained through mus- 
lin, but it is better if mixed to a paste with 
a little cold soft water, thinned somewhat, 
and finally boiled in an enameled pan until 
it is clear and thick. For a lingerie waist, 
lace trimmed, which should have only a 
suggestion of dressing, a small lump of 
starch dissolved in about a pint of water will 
give it the right appearance. Then wrap the 
— up in a towel for an hour or two and 

on. 


Hints on Furnishing the Buffet; 
Old Fashioned Sideboard Passe. 


The old fashioned sideboard is dead, dead 
as a door nail. Its place is now occupied 
by the more modern buffet, or buffet and 
serving table, according to the size of the 
room. But they are not so different froma 
sideboard after all, for the buffet is only 
smaller and less ornate, while the serving 
table is still lower and simpler. 

When not built into the home the buffet 
and serving tables may be bought in the 
different natural woods, including oak, ma- 
hogany, cherry, maple, etc. In the real 
woods these come high, but a splendid Imi 
tation of these in the buffet may be had for 
$25 and a serving table for less. 

A more difficult question presents itself in 
the furnishing of the buffet and serving table. 
They can be furnished simply, though in 
some homes they are elaborate affairs. 

Whatever is lacking the platters should be 
there in different sizes, for meats, vegetables, 
and tumblers. Though the sterling silver 
are to be enjoyed only by thé few, the Shef- 
field plate sets come in extremely good pat- 
terns and make a satisfactory substitute. 
Where economy must be practiced the trays 
made of beaten brass are trim looking and 
more economical.

Gravy Dish Deserves Regular Place. 

A’gravy dish is both useful and ornate, and 
it may be given a prominent place on the 
buffet. They are to be had in a half dozen 
different sizes and are sold in the Sheffield 
at $3 up. 

Some housekeepers taboo the old fashioned 
butter dish, using the individual ones, while 
others cling to it with splendid tenacity. . 

Vegetable dishes are really two dishes in 
one; the cover and bottom are taken apart 
and used separately. Besides being a serv- 
ing dish they keep the contents warm as well. 

When it comes to a selection of bread and 
celery dishes there is a choice between the 
silver and the glass ones. Some housekeep- 
ers prefer having them to match the rest of 
the silver. Extremely dainty patterns are 
had at $2 and up. The real cut glass dishes 
are offered at the same price, while the imi- 
tation are far less expensive. 

Where extra accessories may be enjoyed 
the bon bon and almond dishes in glass or 
silver are pretty and useful when enter- 
taining. 

The question of the choice of centerpieces 
and fruit baskets is usually perplexing. But 
this need not be, as the assortment is plenty 
large. 

Many a housekeeper of good taste prefers a 
fernery with a silver or china bottom. These

are had in different sizes, and many may be 
filled with the natural or the everlasting 
ferns. 

Somewhat ew are the glass flower vases, 
which are made in individual styles, or from 
three to six vases placed in a wire stand. It 
is well to have the fruit dish and the center 
piece to match. The large baskets with 
handles are extremely handy for friut dish- 
es; these are made both in the silver and 
glass. 

On the serving table there should be a 
creamery, which means a coffeepot, sugar 
bowl, tongs, and cream pitcher. Those made 
of Sheffield plate make a good appearance, 
but where furnishing must be handled with 
economy the sets made of glass are certainly 
less expensive. 

Some prefer the French coffee pots, and 
they are a splendid device when a hostess 
makes the coffee at the table. The cruets, 
including the sugar and oil bottles and a 
mixing bowl, are useful for the making of 
salad dressing. The liquor sets, including 
the glass Kottle ané small glasses, are shown 
in the same pattern. 

Where a dining room is large enough, one or 
two cabinets will be found practical. For the 
better glass may be kept in one, and the 
china in another.

Hundreds of families expect the mover to 
tramsfer the dressers with their drawers 
stuffed to their utmost capacity. The movers 
advise that the contents be packed in boxes 
and thus enable the furniture to be more 
safely handled. Oftentimes the family 
leaves the books in the cases, and there will 
be a variety of literature from the top land- 
ing to the outer porch steps, not to say 
anything about other articles that have tum- 
bled out when the door of the case springs 


‘open while it is being carried out of the 


rooms. 

Where a transfer is from one house to an- 
other only shortly removed, most families, 
find it safer to carry the china and glass ware 
in the clothes basket.

There is a little building out on West Madison street 
in Chicago where a glimpse may be had of what. it 
means to be a circus rider. It is a “ring barn.” and it 
was built fifteen years ago by John L. Davenport, the 
oldest knight of the sawdust ring in America, and 
through whose hands most of the famous American 

circus riders of half a century have passed.

Time was when ring barns were common enough, 
but they have dwindled in numbers with the growth 
of the mammoth circuses, whith maintain in their win- 
ter quarters elaborate training duarters of their own. 
The Davenport ring barn is the only one in Chicago, 
and it is Known to every circus performer in America. 

Viewed from the outside, t varies little from the 
barns which can be found on any substantial farmstead 
in the country, but inside it is a perfect miniature circus 
ring. In this little circle the circus riders practice all 
day and every day throughout the long winter months, 
waiting longingly for the time when the flowers and 
the circus shall open together. 

There are no gay trappinge or radiant costumes 
in the barn. It is a place for hard, drudging work, 
work which calls for iron nerves, supple muscles, and 
clear Drains. The feats which seem so carelessly done 
under the “big top” are here rehearsed for months 
beneath the critical eyes of a master who lays it down 
as an axiom that no performer is ever perfect. 

“Circus riders are never made,” he says. “They 
are born, and none of them ever reached perfection. - 
ae ~ey to work all their lives and then they never Hi S$ FY rst Appearance 

Not only must the men and women undergo a labori- 
ous training but also the horses, and the one is as im- 
portant as the other. The riders in most of their feats 
fre risking their lives, or at least their limbs, and a 
faultily trained horse may mean a broken neck or leg 
to some luckless performer.

Crane Life Saver to Novice. 


In the center of the Davenport ring there stands 
@ Pight-angular crane, the rope of which is attached 
to a leather belt around the waist of the performer 
in the more dangerous feats. With this contrivance 
they are enabled to practite the most perilous “turns” 
in eafety. Sometimes, as a result of a miscalcuiation, 
they are left suspended in midair, like a bag of meal 
tied about the middle. 

The circus rider commences his training by learn- 
ing to be @ tumbler. He must be skilled in throwing 
double somersaults and similar acrobatic accomplish- 
ments on mother earth before he risks his life and limbs 
on horseback, and it takes years af the most arduous 
work coupled with a natural bent before he can aspire 
to enter the front ranks of his profession. 

One of the most difficult feats performed by the rid- 
ers is the forward somersault. Its difficulty and danger 
is much increased by the fact that it invariably fright- 
ens all but the most perfectly trained horses. When 
the performer throws himself forward, nine out of ten 
herses bécome convinced that they are about to be 
struck on the head and shy. Such an act is well nigh 
apt to prove fatal to the equestrian, for if, on the com- 

' pletion of the somersault, he does not land fairly on 
the horge’s back, the chances are he will hit the floor 
and be picked up with a broken neck. 

Two of Mr. Davenport’s sons, Oren and Albert, are 
masters of this feat, but it makes no difference in the A Clow 2 
amount of practice to be done whether the performer With our His 
is a master or a novice. Both the younger Davenports 
with their sisters and wives, all of whom are following Motley 
in their father’s footsteps, spend long hours every day 
of the winter in hard practice. 


Horse Always the Main Feature. | é bs | ) 2 ‘ — 5 
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The intelligence and extraondinary facflity for 
learning which the horse displays, in addition to the 
affection with which he is regarded by all mankind, 
have made him always the main feature in every circus 
under the sun. Bach year sees the big shows straining 
every effort in the search for novelties, but it usually 
cénters round the horse. One of the novelties which 
will be offered this season will be given by Barnum & 
Bailey and will be entitled “ Jupiter, the Balloon Horse.” 
Its peculiar feature is the demonstration of the degree 
of training to which a horse is susceptible. 

Jupiter stands on a platform which is attached to a 
balloon in a manner similar to that of the customary 
basket. Mme. Raphael, an equestrienne, is seated on 
his back. The balloon ascends slowly to the top of the 
building, and when it is at rest a shower of fireworks 
is discharged from the edges of the platform. When 
the fountain of fire has died away, the platform moves 
gently back to earth. Through the whole performance 
the horse, a milk white stallion, remains absolutely mo- 
tionless, a remarkable triumph for its trainer, as any- 
one who knows the extraordinary. nervous character of 
a horse will admit. 

It is a far cry back to the time when John Daven- 
port made his first appearance in the ring. The Mex- 
ican war was then the theme which engrossed the coun- 
try and Abraham Lincoln was splitting rails. That was 
in 1848 and young Davenport was 12 years old. One

It was to stand in the center of a beautiful park, 
which in its turn was to occupy the middle of a boule- 
vard which would rival Unter den Linden, the 
Konigstrasse, or any of the world’s most famous thor- 
oughfares. From each corner of the park a great street 
would ran to the confines of the city, along the sides 
of which handsome residences, huge factories, and vast 
stores would arise. 

Bat the most curious and interesting feature of 
this new city was the plans which were made by Dowie 

\ for its political, social, and religious government. A 

OF fr natural autocrat, he was determined that all power 
should remain in his own hands. All property was to 
de vested in the church and all temporal as Well as 
spiritual power. Individuals taking holdings were 
granted leases which ran for the imposing term of 1,100 
years, but these instruments were so fille@ with the 
most arbitrary restrictions that it was obvious they 
could not be im existence for a single year without being 
open to revocation. 

As head of the church, with the title of first apostle, 
the inhabitants of Zion City became the subjects of 
Dowie in a more despotic sense than the subjects of 
the egar of Russia or the sultan of Turkey. 

K is true that deacons, elders, and minor officials 
were appointed to assist in the government, but these 
men were absolutely under the domination of their chief, 
who Was, Moreover, supported by the almost slavish 
devotion of the main body of his followers. He en- 
dued himeeif with divine powers, declared he could heal 
all Genes and Would never die, and for a time reigned 
in great megnificence.

Ceremony Wonderful in Magnificence. 

The tion of the dignity of first apostle by

That day his 
sway over his thousands of followers reached its zenith 
and was absolute. 

The industries which were started by Dowie for 
the support of his city were chosen wisely and inau- 
gurated with every prospect of success. He established 
the first lacé factory in America, for which $2,320,000 
was subscribed. Daglish operatives from the Lancashire 
factories were brought over to instruct in the work and 
the most modern machinery installed. A candy factory 
was started with a paid up capital of $148,000, a bank 
with a capital of $601,300, a land and investment asso- 
ciation with a capital of $215,800, a printing plant 
(never completed) capitalized at $500,000, a himber ae- 
sociation, a soap factory, a mammoth hotel, and a gen- 
eral store were also opened.

Novel City the Universal Focus. 

All over the world attention was drawn to this 
novel city, which was fashioned along the Hn of the 
early Ohristian communities. Everything was presum- 
atty held in common, smoking, obscene and profane 
language, and drinking were tabooed under pain of heavy 
penalties, and over all was the church to guard the epir- 
itual and physical well-being of her sons and daughters. 

It has taken less than half a score of years for this 
imposing and brilliant edifice to be conceived, built, and 
to crumble to pieces. Flushed by his extraordinary initial 
success, Dowie went ahead, spending money with the 
séeckless profusion of a madman, traveling like a mon- 
arch, and indulging every extravagant whim which en- 
tered his head, and acting at times as if his sanity had 
been completely overbalanced. 

Debts piled up on the little community, which 
ceased to grow and started to decline. With the cessa- 
tion of growth came a cessation of offerings, for those 


„Already members had nothing to give, and the treasury 


was rapidly becoming exhausted when the crash came. 

While Dowie was on a visit to Mexico, the elders, 
headed by Voliva, arose in revolt and deposed him. The 
prophet returned to find his followers disaffected and 
only a pitiful minority still faithful to him. He made 
a fetile fight, Dut, broken in health, his body and mind 
shattered, he was fhelpliess. Presently, abandoned and 
ruined, he died.

Poverty and Disiress Surround People. 

Since — the property has been in the hands of a 
receiver; rent into fragments, the Zion church has no 
longer tige or power, and the unhappy people, hav- 
ing lost their all, are living in poverty and distress. 

There are at present two principal parties in Zion 
who are fighting for control, and with the result of the 
battle depends the future fate of Zion. The municipal 
election, which will be held on April 20, will be a crucial 
event in the history of the community. 

The first party is headed by Voliva, who terms him- 
self general overseer and claims the headship of the 
church. His followers number about 1,000, according to 
his opponents’ figures, but he claims that they are dou- 
ble that figure. In all probability the truth lies some- 
where between the two. 

Voliva dreams of emulating the example of Dowie 
and making himself master. He stands for church gov- 
ernment along the same rigid puritanical lines as laid 
down by the father of Dowieism. Like his predecessor, 
he is fond of indulging in intemperate vituperation 
against his opponents, but he is devoid of the extraor- 
dinary power over men which made Dowie so remarka- 
ble a figure. 

Voliva’s principal opponent is Daniel Bryant, for- 
merly overseer of the Zion church in South Africa, and 
who heads a following of about 1,006. The Bryantites 
form the progressive element of the city. They want

Some distance south of the defunct printing plant 
stands the lace works, where the only genuine life and 
industry of the stricken town is to be found. Yet here 
the air is permeated with tragedy and breathes the fail- 
ure of great hopes and pitiful stories of wrecked lives. 
This unique institution, for which millions were sub- 
scribed, has passed into the hands of the Marshall Field 
company, and working in it today, eking owt a meager 
existence, are men and women who gave the savings of 
a lifetime that it might be built, They are mild, sad- 
eyed people, dull under their losses, and apparently not 
keenly interested in life now that the blaze of religious 
fervof has died away.

There is no 
sign of life in that lonely house now; there are no 
throngs of the devout hastening to ite doors to reverence 
the strange spirit that dwelt there, and the few way- 
farere who pass it hurry by with averted heads or gase 
at it with a wistful questioning in their eyes as if they 
were confronted with a problem too baffling for their 
brains to comprehend. ee

Strangely incongruous Seems Idea. 

A little farther and the spot is reached where Shi- 
loh temple was destined to rear its mighty dome. 
Strangely incongruous the idea seems now. The fiat, 
inexpressibly dreary landscape, with the few lifeless and 
gloomy houses, seems a strange place to rear a building 
for 80,000 people with the purpose of making it the 
Mecea of Christianity. Strangely incongruous now it is, 
but a few short years since the dream gave every prom- 
ise of becoming reality. 

Near the temple eite stands the tabernacle where 
thousands once flocked to draw inspiration from the lips 
of their prophet and testify to their enthusiasm for him 
and his cause. Voliva draws hie congregation there now, 
but they listen to his exhortations in apathy. The body 
ia there, but the spirit is gone, and no artificial means 
can reanimate the corpse. 

While that congregation is pouring silently into the 
tabernacle on Sunday there is a little group which gath- 
ers down in Shiloh house. Just a handful, they gather 
in the deserted home of their dead master to glean what 
comfort they may from the words of Hider Taylor. The 
elder ie not an orator, nor is he one of those who appeal 
to the imagination and*emotions of his fellows. He is a 
simple, straightforward man who, like his little band of 
followers, having once given their allegiance, know no 
way of withdrawing from it. .

Dismal Wastes Part of the Dream. 

Behind the tabernacle stretch once more the dis- 
mal wastes. In the dream it was all part of the city and 
had streets with scriptural names and a thriving popu- 
lation. In the reality it has nothing except an air of 
desolation which makes the observer shiver involuntarily 
and turn quickly away.

The man came out on his 
porch slowly and watched the proceéding with a lack- 
It Was evident that his curiosity was 
touched, but there was neither energy nor interest 
enough left in him to probe deeper into the matter. 
He did not even wait for the conclusion of the photo- 
graphing. but turned and went back into his cheerless 
house with the same slow, listless step. 

One of the most curious features of the present 
spirit of the people of Zion City is their attitude to- 
wards the dead Dowie. That through his mismanage- 
ment and reckless expenditure of their nioney they are 
today on the verge of ruin is a thought which rarely 
seems to strike them. The master mind who took 
their possessions and bade them do his slightest bid- 
ding has passed away, but his influence c still felt, 
The habits of reverence for himself and his mission 
which he inculcated have not lost their force, It 
would seem as if they almost regretted theils revolt 
against his authority, and the possibilities are that 
if he could return to earth again he would find it far 
easier to recover his sway than when he started on 
his last long journey.

Indebtedness Casts No Reflection. 

His name is always spoken of respectfully, almost 
reverently. A strange instance of this is found in the 
remark made by one man who is prominently identi- 
fied with the Bryant faction. “Dr. Dowie,” he said, 
“never asked for or took a dollar of salary from the 
church.” Yet this man admits that Dowie was in- 
debted to the community on his personal account for 
$600,000. That appears to him quite a different mat- 
ter and not one reflecting in the slightest on the,dead 
leader. It is sufficient to know that he never had any 
fixed salary, and the half million dollars he squandered 
is presumably regarded as an unfortunate little inci- 
dent which could be explained quite satisfactorily if 
Dr. Dowie were only here to do so. 

The veterans of the Grand Army, long years after 
Napoleon had been laid in his lonely grave in Saint 
Helena, still refused to believe that their great chief 
Was dead, and kept looking forward with unabated faith 
to the day when he would return and lead them once 
more to yictory. In a lesser degree there is something 
of the same spirit manifested by the followers of the 
dead Dowie. The man who came from nowhere and 
has returned to the unknown had that mysterious power 
of lastingly imposing his personality on others which 
had so tremendous an influence in the career of Na- 


poleon. 
Still Believe in Dowie s Mission. 


One curious circumstance strikes the observer who 
mingles with the followers of Dowie, especially in the 
case of those who have remained unswervingly faith- 
ful to the cause through all vicissitudes. All power of 
initiative or individual action seems to have departed 
from them. They resemble people who have been hyp- 
notized for so long a time that their own personality 
has vahished and they have become mere automatons 
to be swayed hither and thither by any strong mind 
with which they come in contact. The one idea that 
they grasped and which still holds them is that of the 
divine mission and powers of John Alexander Dowie. 

But there are undercurrents in Zion City, intangible, 
the force of which it is hard to estimate, but which 
still have an undoubted significance and are certain to 
bring forth fruit in due season. Among the thousands 
who flocked to the new city when it was founded there 
were people of all nationalities and of more than one 
different type of character. It is true that the majority 
of them were religious enthusiasts in whom emotional- 
ism was much more strongly developed than logic. But 
there is said to have been an element moved by more 
worldly considerations. During Dowie’s lifetime this 
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element was completely dominated by the purely re- 


ligious party, but their influence is being felt now and 
it is augmented by the number of strangers who have 
recently arrived in the city. | 

This undercurrent is evidenced in many slight yet 
important ways. It is not uncommon to find the end 
of a cigar or a cigarette lying in odd corners, while 
there is indubitable evidence that the tabooed whisky 
finds fts way occasionally into the possegsion of cer- 
tain rebellious and unregenerate persons: Moreover, 
there is a little song concerning Voliva which is 
hummed sotto voce by some of his opponents and which 
is most decidedly unscriptural in its composition. 

The wordly minded are at present too few in num- 
ber to ‘attempt successfully to defy the forces of 
righteousness, but there is no doubt that if the April 
election goes against Voliva they will be heard, and 
in no uncertain tones.

Jn Her Chicago Studio 


ISS ANNA LYNCH, one of the most wide- 
ly known of Chicago's miniaturists, tell; 
A story illustrative of art as a heritage 
and painting as 4 profession. 

Miss Lynch lives with her mother 
and sister in Elgin. For many years 
they have had as their much loved wom- 
an of all work an interesting character 

called Jane. Not long ago Jane was doing some clean- 
ing about the house when suddenly she came upon 
Miss Lynch at work on a life sized portrait of her 
mother. Jane started, stopped, and, bending over the 
artist, scrutinized the portrait of Mrs. Lynch closely. 

“My, Miss Anna,” she said, that most scared me. 
Them pictures do look so natural sometimes they 
make me feel funny inside. La, la” (admiringly)— 
“but you do know how to put on the paint. You 
know I was talkin’ to a man who was paintin' our 
house the other day, and he knew how to use the 
brush, too, and what do you suppose he said when I 
spoke to him about it? Said he'd been paintin’ houses 
ever since he was 11 years old, but his family for 
generations back had been painters before him and 
so he come natural by his talent.” 

„There's where 1 differ largely from this 
painter,” added Miss Lynch. “Although away back 
in the family line, one Thomas Yarde gained fame as 
a mural painter and decorator of English palaces, I 
am the first painter in the generations to follow.”

Talents’ Beginnings Offer Problem: 

Why is it—this question: Whe sent their talent 
down the centuries to you?” Go into any group of 
individuals who have made good” in the talented“ 
professions and more than half of the folk who 
wander ip will ask that question. This is particularly 
true of the woman whose efforts have placed her 
above the average. “ Where Jid you get your talent?” 
Why not with the present generation? Talent must 
have had a beginning with some one in every family 
line—why not now? Perhaps for the same reason 
that the pgophet finds himself without honor in his 
own country and artists bear the brunt of this 
tendency as old as the Christian era. Art refiects the 
day for the days to come. The art of the ancients 
we glorify because we did not know its subjects. The 
art of the present we question because we know the 
time it portrays. 

Miss Lynch's studio in the Tree building is much 
Uke every other studio in its assortment of old fash- 
loned furniture, queer little nooks and crannies, 
pretty rugs, and the walls lined with her own work 
and that of her friends. In their original cases her 
groups of miniatures, which were exhibited at the 
spring and autumn salons in Paris and won her recog- 
nition, are there—that is all but those which were 
purchased later—and because of the European suc- 
cess which followed her back to America she has had 
the distinction of being chosen for membership in 
the Society of American Miniaturists—a small and 
most exclusive organization of successful artists in 
this line. Miss Lynch is the only member west of 
Philadelphia. Her art studies were begun in Chi- 
cago and continued abroad. She has painted many 
well known Europeans and Chicagoans.

Chicago Essentially the Producer. 

This fact is true of most of the Chicago women 
artists—essentially they are Chicago products. There. 
is Mrs. Pauline Palmer, than whom few artists 
among the city’s gentler sex are better known. Mrs. 
Palmer’? unfailing good humor and her enthusiasm 
in everything ta a valuable addjtion to her art in 
the “knowing” business, and she is almost as well 
known as a woman as she is as an artist. About 
studying abroad Mrs. Palmer, although she did it, says 
this: :

He isn’t so many generations back of 
me either, but as far as I know he is the only one 
who developed his artistic tendencies in our family.”

Studio Holds. Palm for Quaintness. 
Mrs. Palmer has the quaintest studio in the city. 
It is a Parisian model and ta a brick room, calci- 
mined in the rough on the brick, with rough wood- 
work and the walls and ceiling and all the appoint- 
ments carrying out the idea. Therein she has col- 


‘lected trophies from the various artistic countries 


she has visited and it is a combination den and work- 
room which is fascinating. Here, too, she is wont 
to give teas stamped with individuality. During the 
summer Mrs. Palmer goes off to the seashore or Ru- 
rope, wanders about the artistic places, absorbs scenes 
and incidents which go toward the making of either 
landscape or figure pictures, and comes back to Chi- 
cago to paint them out. 

“Mrs. Anna IL. Stacey's art has sprung up from a 
family sky clear as to art also, although there was 
a Virginian grandfather whose abilities tended to- 
ward many artistic directions, This gift of being a 
“Jack of all trades” is reproduced in the artist 
granddaughter. To begin at the beginning: Mrs. 
Stacey is the most methodical of housekeepers—a 
direct fling in the face of all artistic precedence. 
Likewize she sews so beautifully that her own hand- 
made fancy waists are quite the rivals of the modiste- 
fashioned garments in which she or her women 
friends may appear.

Mr. and Mrs. Stacey work together in a two room 
studio in the Tree building, which is like all other 
studios. What is a studio without dull oriental rugs, 
picture covered walls, queer brasses hanging about, 
and some old inlaid mahogany—not to mention the 
green baize screen? These abide in the Stacey studio, 
and when Mrs. Stacey was visited there she was in 
the throes of despair over a delinquent woman-of- 
all-work just like her inartistic flat neighbors there- 
abouts might have been. Even art goes down before 
the present help question. 


Up the hall in the same building is the studio 
of Mrs. Bertha Mensler Dressler, who had the honor 
of taking this year’s Young Fortnightly prize.

She made her fame in the city as Julia 
Bracken, married William Wendt, already: famous as 
a landscape painter, and moved west—to the Cali- 
fornia flower fields—within recent years.

The little 
switch button under his hand clicked again; the strains 
of the orchestra broke out afresh as the curtain 
shrieked upward on its wires—and the chorus, smiling, 
vivacious, happy, burst into song and dance. The show 
was on! 

In the wings it all looked different. Putting an oll 
painting under a magnifying glass to catch its beauty 
is something like seeing a show from the side of the 
stage and trying to get the illusion and the effects. 

For instance, the little princess was singing on the 
stage—a pretty girl, a catchy song, and a snappy chorus 
—but all one could see was this one lone little gir! 
standing close to the footlights with the other side 
of the stage, off scene, as a background and four or 
five lounging stage hands serving as a chorus. 

High up on either side of the proscenium arch two 
little baiconies jut out. Here the side lights or side 
spots,” as the stage manager said, are, located. One 
operator to each lamp and there are ten of these lamps 
in operation.

The manager pushed us toward 
the switchboard and safety. Shadowy shapes flitted by

ness. Silently, swiftly, without a hitch, they “struck” 
the scene—and with the stage cleared and the next 
scene set, the lights came on slowly again. 

It was a queer sight to see the figure of the electri- 
cian, his arm and fingers dimly silhouetted against the 
footlights, playing on his great keyboard of lights. The 
reddish glow brightened as if by pulse beats. Outlines 
on the stage came into view. With sputters and sparks 
and flashings the deft hand of the electrician played 
back and forth over the dimmers and gradually 
brought light again to stageland. And with the final 
increased shade the “spot” and “flood” lights began 
to blink owlishly. 

“Let’s go aloft,” suggested the manager, and we 
started to climb the stairs to the great steel balcony 
high above the stage. This is known as the fly floor 
r “rigging loft and it is here that all of the “ hang- 
ing pieces” like skies, ceilings, drops, and the “act 
curtain” are controlled. To the layman the loft is 
simply a mass of ropes with little or no apparent pur- 
pose or individuality—yet each one is connected in the 
mind of the fly boss,” who manipulates it as a definite 
piece of scenery.

Familiar Picture Presents Itself. 

Floor after floor we passed—fioors filled with dress- 
ing rooms and through whose doors occasionally we 
caught sight of the traditional side of stage life—the 
familiar picture of a dancer sitting before a glass while 
fabbing her face with a powder puff. Two girls in 
kimonos leaned interestedly over the railing and 
watched the show. below. They didn’t “go on” until 
the next act and to kill time they were trying to catch 
a laugh from the old jokes. 

; The “rigging loft was nothing but concrete, steel, 
and ropes. The stage lay seventy-five feet below and 
the “gridiron” was twenty feet above. Hundreds of 
shades of clouds and sky were hanging ready to use 
‘within an arm's length. Big men with big arms and 
hard hands sprang nimbly along the narrow edge of the 
“fly floor” and the fly boss” in kaki overalls and 
gauntiets whispered his orders sharply. Just below 
and a little to one side ran the “ outriggers,” a flimsy 
gallery, upon which sat young men with flood lights,” 
with their big lensed eyes turned blaringly Mp the 
color blotched stage beneath. 

f A great sheet of tin steel or iron bung pron a fas- 
tening in the wall at the side of the fly door.“ This 
was the “thunder sheet —and a husky stage hand 
shook it violenthy while another turned the crank of the 
. @rumiike “wind machine.” At the same time the 
@iectrician darkened the stage and by making and 
_ breaking the current with a switch, caused green flashes 
of lightning to fill the atmosphere. So the storm was 


. 
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perfunctorily made and laid aside while we stood there 
staring in amazement. 

Alter the storm we ,rossed the steel paint bridge 
and gained the stage by passing down through the eight 
tiers of dressing rooms above the stage. Then into the 
depths of this new world we descended. The basement 
held the wardrobe room, where the clothes for the en- 
tire company are “mothered” and repaired by the 
wardrobe mistress, a tired woman, who knows more 
about the needle than ‘she wishes she did. Here there 
were elevators for thé traps, the motor which runs the 
steel curtain, and the floor upon which all the “ prop- 
erties” are stored. 

A trap was hurriedly opened and a young “clearer” 
jumped down, followed by an avalanche of animals— 
giraffes, lions, tigers, ostriches, and many more of the 
sort. The beat of 130 human feet on the stage above 
called us again to the wings, where the play was in its 
last throes. Finally the curtain dropped. Two girls, 
who had been sitting on a bench for some time with 
their arms around each other, arose and went wearily 
to their rooms. 

“ That little brownie,” volunteered one of the men, 
“tests all of the new girls and rehearses them.” 

The play was over—from the dressing .rooms came 
words of banter, of compliments, and of information, 
especially as to where so and so was going to eat. A 
girl in costume stood silently watching us. She might 
have been smiling, but she wasn't. The smile was a 
“Cupid’s bow,” done in lip rouge.
